The following is a brief summary of congres- 
sional attacks upon President Lincoln in the 
Thirty-seventh Congress (1861-1863) for the “ar- 
bitrary” powers which he asked from Congress 
and which he did not hesitate to exercise when 
necessity demanded, even without congressional 
legislation. Those who fear loss of American lib- 
erties at the present time may note that in a 
Government by the people executive power in 
time of war does not tend to perpetuate itself on 
the return of peace, for none of the direful prophe- 
cies as to the permanent results of Lincoln’s acts 
upon the framework of our liberties were ever re- 


alized.

The substance of the report of the Inland We- 
terways Committee to Director-General McAdoo, 
which was published in Friday's report, is strong- 
ly favorable to the use of the Mississippi for the 
purpose of handling valley products and relieving 
railroad congestion. | 

The committee includes two Government en-| 
gineers, familiar with the river, and two men who | 


linson is an operator of waterways traffic and 
has been put in charge of the New York State 
Barge Canal by Mr. McAdoo. Mr. Dickey is at 
the head of the Missouri River barge line of 
Kansas City. 

The report recommends the building of seven 
steel towboats and 50 barges for Mississippi 
River traffic. The total cost of all equipment is 
estimated at $7,350,000, a bagatelle of expenditure 
for war purposes in comparison with the freight- 
carrying capacity of the line. 

It is estimated that this fleet would make 90 
round trips a year between St. Louis and New 
Orleans, carrying 1,080,000 deadweight tons. 
Grain and merchandise or war products could be 
carried to the gulf and food products and lumber 
upstream. 

The total revenue is estimated at $3,537,000 and 
the net revenue above all expenses at $1,526,000, 
which is 18 per cent on the investment. 

The return is important as showing the profit 
in river traffic, with adequate modern equip- 
ment and good management, but it is of little 
importance in view of the transportation neces- 
sities of the country for maintaining maximum 
production for the winning of the war. 

To obtain a true view of the value of the rec- 
ommended use of the waterways we must consider 
the question of coal supply and the relief of rail- 
road congestion, both of which are acute. The 
motive power fuel of this fleet, if it is coal, can 
be taken direct from the mines.

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SINKING OF THE MOLDAVIA. 

The regretted sinking of the transport Moldavia 
takes a further toll of Americans who made their 
sacrifice without the opportunity to strike a blow 
for the cause to which they had devoted their 
lives. 

The fact that the ship was successfully attacked 
in the English Channel, where it was supposed 
that immunity from U-boats had been obtained, is 
startling, but if, as is reported, she was engaged 
in taking to France American soldiers who had 
previously been transported to England, it shows 
the exceptional nature of the tragedy and the 
comparative safety of the long sea lane from 
Ameri¢an to European waters. 

The sending 200,000 troops to Europe this month 


and. 250,000 next month means that the number | 


of transports engaged in the service has been tre- 
mendously increased. Even if the former negligi- 
ble percentage of successful U-boat attacks was 
maintained or was substantially reduced, the vast 
addition to the number of transports exposed 
to the peril might be expected to bring some ad- 
ditions to the actual number of successful at- 
tacks. In the sinking of the three American troop 
ships which the U-boats have destroyed to date, 
224 men have been lost. They died bravely and 
the manner of their death will not be forgotten. 
But several weeks ago we had 500,000 men in 
France and the number must now be nearly 
700,000—perhaps more. When out of that great 
number but 22¢ have fallen victims to Germany's 
chief reliance in winning the war, the chance that 
any individual soldier starting from an Atlantic 
port will fail to reach France is so small as to

That the maximum wage of election work-

That newspapers be restricted to their 
general advertising rates for political adver- 
tising. 

That the purchase of the influence of any 
newspaper be made impossible by law, and 
that “it should not be permitted that news 
iteris and editorials should be paid for, 
directly or indirectly.” 

That individuals contributing $1000 or 
more to any campaign be compelled to file a 
written notice of such contribution with the 
Board of Elections. 

To convert the minimum wage idea of the in- 

dustries into the idea of a maximum wage and 
apply it to political workers is indeed a novelty. 
Of the five proposals quoted one relates to the 
collection of funds and four to the expenditure 
of funds. While the latter undoubtedly have 
practical value, more drastic restrictions might 
be enacted governing the collection of funds.

opinion, daily engaged in the 
grossest violations of the funda- 
emntal law. * * Authors and 
abettors of my country’s ruin. 
“Irresponsoble Despot.” 
Senator Wade of Ohio said: 
I could never justify it to the 
people I represent that lL had sat 
silent while I heard it rung in 
my ears from morning until night 
that the President of the United 
States was by some mysterious 
power invested with despotic au- 
thority to trample upon the 
rights of people and upon the 
rights of Congress, and that there 
Was no barrier betwixt him and 
utter despotism the moment you 
declare war. I ask of Senators 
who preach this miserable, slav- 
ish doctrine where they got it. 
Senator Wade also spoke of the 
“slavish doctrine, which is unworthy 
the American Senate—that the Presi- 
dent of the United States, the mo- 
ment we are involved in a war, is a 
despotic magistrate and is subject to 
no control from any quarter. * * * 
This attempt to magnify the Presi- 
dent into an irresponsible despot with 
power to prescribe rules and regula- 
tions by which the estates, real or 
personal, of men can be forfeited.”’ 

Senator Trumbull denounced the 
“assumption of unlimited power by 
the President” in appointing military 
governors. : 

At the same session Senator Powell 
of Kentucky introduced a resolution, 
April 24, 1862, asking for informia-

At the third session of the Thirty- 
seventh Congress (after President 
Lincoln had issued his proclamation 
of Sept. 24, 1862, authorizing arrest 
by the military, and his emancipa- 
tion proclamation of Sept. 22, 1862) 
various bills were introduced provid- 
ing for release of state prisoners, for 
indemnification of the President an: 
of persons acting by his orders, and 
for specific authority to the Presi- 
dent in the future to suspend the 
writ of habeas corpus. These Dills 
gave rise to heated and sometimes 
savage debate. 

At the outset of the session Sena- 
tor Saulsbury of Delaware intro- 
duced a resolution calling on the 
Secretary of War for information as 
to the arrest of certain Delaware 
Senator Bayard said in 
debate: “We are living under just 
as despotic a government as existed 
in France in the time of Louis 
XIV,” and he charged the Presi- 
dent with “gross oppression.” The 
President’s order to the Secretary of 
War, he said, was ‘nothing more 
than the establishment of a dicta- 
torship in this country.” 

Senator Trumbull spoke of the 
“exercise of an arbitrary and un- 
necessary power.” r 

“Cabinet of a Tyrant.” 

Senator Powell said that “secrecy 
might well become the Cabinet of 
a tyrant, but it ill becomes the Cab- 
inet of a free, constitutional govern- 
ment.’ And he continued: 

The Senator from Maine says 
all this is done under the war 
power. * * * He resorts again to 
that old plea of tyrants, neces- 
sity. * * * (The President) has 
exercised usurped power, and vio- 
lated the Constitution of the 
country which he has sworn to 


support. 
Senator Saulsbury in an elaborate 


speech on habeas corpus on Jan. 8, 
1863, said: 


Even the great wisdom of the 
framers of the Constitution could 
not foresee that it was possible 
that a man might be placed in the 
presidential chair in less than 8J 
vears from the adoption of the 
Constitution who should so play 
the tyrant as to arrest peaceable 
citizens in states not refusing 
submission to the general Gov- 
ernment and bastile them ‘during 
his pleasure “in the remotest part 
of the Union.” Sir, had our fa- 
thers known that sueh acts of 
intolerable oppressron courd be 
practiced in the name of liberty, 
and would be submitted to by the 
people. J verily believe thev never 
woula have fwrmed the Federal 
Union. 

The patient and long-suffering 
people of this country have tame- 
ly submitted to this exercise of 
despotic power. 

Later, he said, Jan. 27, 1863: 

Thus, has it been with Mr. Lin- 
coln—a weak and imbecile man; 
the weakest man that I ever saw 
in a high place; for I have seen 
him and conversed with him, and 
I say here, in my place in the 
Senate of the United States, that 
I never did see or converse with 
SO weak and imbecile a man as 
Abraham Lincoln, President of 
the United States. * * * 

(This bill) proposes to legalize 
the most despotic exercise of 
power that was ever practiced in 
any Government since the insti- 
tution of human society. Talk 
not to me about lettres de cachet; 
talk not to me about the espion- 
age of Napoleon; talk not to me 
about any of the arbitrary ex- 
ercises of despotic power in this 
country * * * they are all buried 
beneath the wave of oblivion in 
comparison to what this man of 
yesterday, this Abraham Lincoln, 
that neither you nor I ever heard 
of four years ago, has chosen to 
exercise, * * * If I wanted to paint 
a despot, a man perfectly regard- 
less of every Constitutional right 
of the people, whose sworn serv- 
ant, not ruler. he is, I would paint 
the hideous form of Abraham Lin- 
coln. If that be treason— 

Lincoln as Conjurer. 
Senator Davis said that the Presi- 


|dent was— 


trying to conjure up out of a 
thing so insignificant and evan- 
escent as military necessity, of 
which I have not been able to 
find a single word in an~ book, a 
power as gigantic and quite as 
atrocious as the rebellion itself 
* * * myrmidons of the palace and 
war offices * * * expenses of all 
their nefarious service. Under 
the orders of Mr. Lincoln and his 
Secretary of War this lawless or- 
ganization has boldly and con- 
temptuously trampled under foot 
the writ of habeas corpus and the 
laws and the Constitution both 
of states and of the United States.

All of Party of 105 Officers 
and Men Have Been 
Wounded and Won Their 
Name From German Foes. 


PARADE DOWNTOWN 
AT 4:30 IN AFTERNOON 


in West End Places of In- 
terest—Will Speak at Pic- 
ture Theaters at Night. 


One hundred and five of the fa- 
mous “Blue Devils’ of France, who 
gained their nicknames from the en- 
emy, will be in St. Louis all day to- 


morrow. They are touring’ the 
country in the interest of the Red 


Cross campaign, and will arrive 
from Memphis, Tenn., at 7:40 a. 
m., and will depart for Chicago on 
a midnight train. 

An elaborate program has been 
arranged for the reception of the 
distinguished fighters, whom the 
Germans regard as their bitterest 
opponents, due emphasis having’ 
been placed on the request from 
Washington that the Frenchmen be 
given an opportunity “to mingle 
with the mass of the people” in each 
city as far as it is practicable. The 
party is under the direction of a 
member of Gen. Pershing’s staff in 
France, who accompanied the ‘“‘Blue 
Devils’’ to the United States. Their 
visit to St. Louis is under the aus- 
pices of the Four-Minute Men. 

All Have Been Wounded. 

All the members of the party 
have been wounded one or more 
times, some bearing as many as &ix 
wounds, and nearly all have been 
decorated by the French Covern- 
ment for bravery in battle. The five | 
officers with the party wear the 
Medal of the Legion of Honor. Some 
are veterans of Verdun and other 
famous battles; others fought in 
Egypt and Algeria. They are the 
soldiers of the Pyrennes and the 
Alpine Mountains, and correspon-i 
to the Bersaglieri of the Italian army 
in the matter of organization and de- 
tail of their work. Their own coun- 
trymen call them the “elite” of the 
French army. 

The “Blue Devils” will be met at 
Union Station by a committee of St. 
Louis women, who have been active 
in war work, headed by Mrs. N. A. 
McMillan. A men’s reception com- 
mittee, of which William H. Lee is 
chairman, comprising many of the) 
representative professional and | 
business men of the city, also will | 
receive the party. They will be | 
escorted from the Frisco train to/| 
the Twentieth street entrance, where | 
more than 50 automobiles will con- 
vey the party to Hotel Jefferson 
for breakfast. 

Provision will be made for serving 
more than 300 persons in the main 
dining room. Chairman Lee of the 
Reception Committee will preside, 
and informal speeches of welcome 
will be made. Only four or five 
members of the “Blue Devils” can 
speak English, one of whom is Com- 
mandant-Lieutenant Lemoel, rank- 
ing officer of the party. He will 
speak at the breakfast. 

Breakfast for Soldiers. 

A group of French-speaking peo- 
ple, residents of the city and mem- 
bers of the French Society, will at- 
tend the breakfast. An interesting 
incident at the breakfast will be the 


a small souvenir badge, bearing the! 
tri-colors of France, a gift of the 
French Society, whose president, G. 
Vv. R. Mechin, will make the pres- 
entation. 

The morning program has been 
given over to the women of St. Louis, 
and Mrs. McMillan is the chairman. 
At 10 a. m. the “Blue Devils” will 
leave Hotel Jefferson for an automo- 
bile ride through the principal parks 
and residential sections of the city. 
It is planned to have one woman in 
each car who can speak French. Citi- 
zens are requested to display the 
French flag, and Mayor Kiel, in a 
written statement, has requested ev- 
eryone who can do so to greet the 
“Blue Devils” at some point during 
the day. 

The “Blue Devils” will stop at St. 
Louis University on their tour of the 
city, and in the presence of the stu- 
dent body will salute the university. 
They will then proceed west on Lin- 
dell boulevard and through Forest 
Park to Washington University, 
where at 11 a. m. a reception for the 
French-speaking people of the city 
will be held on the east campus. The 
Government especially requested this 
feature of the program so that the 
Frenchmen might converse with 
those who speak their own tongue. 

Reception for Public. 

At 11:30 a. m. a general reception 
for the public will be held in the 
university quadrangle, with the 
mothers of sons in service participat- 
ing. Interpreters will be available so 
that a mother may inquire about the 
country where her boy will do his 
bit for democracy. The party will be 
driven back to the Jefferson Hotel 
about 12:30 p. m. for a private 
luncheon. On the return trip. the 
“Blue Devils” will pass Clark School 
and Soldan High School on Union 
boulevard, will ride through West- 
moreland and Portland places and 
}ast Barnes Hospital, where a salute 
will be given in honor of St. Louis 


France, and then through Tower 
Grove Park. 


Many of the soldiers in the group, 


have not entirely recovered from the 
wounds received, and the Gov- 
ernment cautioned the Enter- 
tainment Committee that the “Blue 
Devils” must have periods of rest 
during the day. 

After the luncheon the soldiers will 


rest until 3 o'clock, when they will 
go to the Soldiers and Sailors’ Club, 
in the Post-Dispatch Building, to be 
guests at a reception. There. with 
the aid of interpreters, they will ex- 
plain to large numbers/of soldiers

U-Boat Attacks on Our Merchant Ships 


Sinkings Now Practically Limited to Unconvoyed Vessels 


It’s a Slow Vogage Always, but 
It Is the Only Safe Way to 
Get Across as One Old British 
Skipper of a Fast Liner 
Learned When He _ Broke 
Away Only to Sunk Quickly.

Its merits, taking them first, have been abun- 
dantly proved by the decrease in mercantile sink- 
ings since the old patrol system was abandoned. 
Under the latter the destroyer and patrol fleets 
were scattered like pawns over a vast checker- 
board that ruled off the British home waters, 
across which merchant -vessels moved from one 
check to another. Though they were hunted in- 
cessantly, the U-Boats managed to pick up in 
these days somewhere between 30 and 50 ships a 
week. But after allied shipping was grouped in 
convoys and sent through the danger zone under 
destroyer escorts the weekly average fell to 18 
large ships or less and four or five small ones. 
During the last eight months of 1917, indeed, the 
American and British destroyer fleets convoyed 
over 150,000 vessels in and out of allied ports ; 
with a loss of only one-eighth of 1 per cent. 

Perhaps the best proof of the effectiveness of | 
the convoy system is furnished by the English | 
Channel passage. Throughythe lanes of destroy- 
ers, aeroplanes, 
ships have moved for three years with perfect 
safety. Now an oceangoing convoy is merely a 
section of Channel passage far out at sea, and if 
as well guarded is equally safe. 


A certain number of destroyers to a certain 
number of merchant vessels has been required for 
) perfect safety; and that convoys of 30 vessels 
with half that number of destroyers are practi- 
cally safe was proved, at least to my satisfaction, 
during a cruise I recently made when a number 
of our vessels escorted a total’ of 60 vessels a 
distance of 1800 miles in ten days through waters 
infested with submarines. To the right and left, 
) ahead and astern, U-boats were constantly being 
‘ reported. Often we crossed their courses. No 
doubt they had us under observation most of the 
time. But, mark this! We sank the only one 
that had the nerve to attack us and sent its crew 
of four officers and 36 men back to our base, 
Another significant fact—while we passed in safe ( 
ty unescorted vessels were being sunk all around | 
us. Five were torpedoed, indeed, in less than 
four hours, three of which went to the bottom. 
As a matter of fact, the bulk of the U-boat weekly 
bag is taken from unescorted ships. A further 
advantage is to be found in the fact that no mat- 
ter how much the German may increase the num- 
ber of his submarines, whether an attack be de- 
livered by one or more U-boats, a properly es- 
corted convoy is reasonably safe.

The limitations and advantages of convoys be- 
ing thus understood, let us consider for 2 moment 
those ef the U-boats. Instead of being as free 
as the fish, they are compelled to operate within 
quite narrow lines, while exposed to many risks 
that do not menace surface craft. Think of the 
uncharted rocks, tips of undersea mountains, that 
must project up into the deep lanes along with 
the U-boat blunders like a blind fish; the mine 
fields, both British and German, it must avoid; 
floating mines that have broken from their moor- 
ings; the treacherous tides, traps, decoys, nets, 


hazard. 
To these special risks have to be added the 


unusual sea dangers, storms, fogs, contrary winds 
and tides. I have heard of one U-boat that 


strayed into the famous maelstrom, the giant 
whirlpool, which was selected by Jules Verne to 
kill off Captain Nemo and his Nautilus, the terror 
of the seas, 40 years ago. Then think of the war 
risks—the “blimps,” hydroplanes dropping their 
bombs from the sky; the little patrol boats, al- 
ways ready to,engage in one of those desperate 
sea duels where no quarter is asked or given; 
and. finally, the destroyer, which, because of its 
swiftness and agility, remains the U-boat’s chief 
‘foe. So deadly a foe is the latter, indeed, that 
the Germans have talked both loudly and long of 
undersea cruisers to chase it off the seas. 


ia What Enlarging U-Boats Mean. 


By certain alarmists among us this boasting 
was given credence—just as the German intended. 
Most of it was manufactured, as a matter of fact, 
for foreign consumption. The Hun naval au- 
thorities are quite aware of certain limitations 
that make against such a boat. Add armor plate 
to a vessel, and her size must be increased to 
provide more buoyancy. Increased bulk calls for 
heavier internal structure, heavier engines, heav- 
ier gun platforms for larger guns; larger quar- 
ters for a larger crew; larger fuel and water 
ballast tanks; all of which calls for more buoy- 
ancy—that is, increased size, which once more 
demands more armor—and so on. 

Such a vessel, if produced, would present a 
deeper target for a torpedo than any destroyer, 
and only one would be required to send her to 
the bottom. SHe would stand a poor chance in a 
stand-up battle with the group of destroyers that 


are always to be found with aconvoy. She would 
also require a full 100 feet of water for safe ma- 
neuvering, and would so find it quite difficult to 
operate among the shoals and shallows of British 
home waters where her prey would be principally | 
found. Lastly, she could only give chase to one | 
vessel at a time; so, on the whole, would’be less | 2 
effective than the present type of U-boats. As |

Surface cruising also has its lim- 
its. At low speed a submarine’s ra- 
dius runs up to 6000 or 7000 miles, 
but a good deal of this mileage is 
used up in coming and going be- 
tween the hunting grounds and the 
base, and if much high-speed work 
is done in long stern chases after 
fleeing merchant vessels the mileage 
is further cut down. On the aver- 
age, a U-boat can stay away from its 
base between 20 and 25 days. 

To extend this time limit many 
attempts have been made to estab- 
lish supply bases in the hunting wa- 
ters. Food can be obtained, of 
course, from captured ships, but 
fuel comes less easily. One ingenious 


commander used to cache barrels of 


fuel oil and petrol, loot from tank- 
ers, at the bottom of the sea ina 
sheltered cove. But one day an in- 
significant marker buoy in the mid- 
die of an “oil spot’ Detrayed him. 
The customary procedure would 
have been to @arry off the barrels, 
but, with a flash of genius, the Brit- 
ish commander removed the bungs, 
poured a few gallons of picric acid, 
a powerful explosive, into each bar- 
rel, then sank them again. In rac- 
ing automobiles a few drops of pic- 
ric acid is sometimes added to the 
petrol to give it a “kick;’’ but it has 
to be done Very carefully or the en- 
gine is liable to be wrecked; so it 
does not require much imagination 
to picture the fate of that particular 
U-boat. 


Neither does the U-boat have 
| Ft ama all its own way in the duels 
with merchant vessels. It fights, in- 
deed, at a disadvantage. For where- 
as a score of shells may fail to puta 
fleeing ship out of commission, one 
well-planted shot will send a sub- 
marine to the bottom, and there is 
always the danger of the pursued 
turning like a wounded bull and 
charging over the pursuer. Again, 
though German torpedoes have a 
range of six or seven thousand 
yards, shooting is very uncertain at 
such distances. A U-boat usually 
tries to get within 200 yards of its 
prey. This, especially in shots at 
a convoy, entails greater danger, for 
the U-boat’s position can easily be 
gauged by the torpedo’s wake. A 
few depth mines dropped around its 
head are almost certain to do the 
business. 

The Ocean Seemed to Be Empty. 

Then rough weather brings a 
pause in the hunting. Rising high 
above the deck, the periscope de- 
scribes a far wider arc than the hull, 
which thrashes aroundn like a 
wounded whale, making both  ob- 
servation and the sighting of shots 
impossible. In such weather the U- 
boats run for a sheltered shore with 
a sandy bottom and lie there till 
the storm blows over. During the 
extremely bad weather last Novem- 
ber the U-boat bag fell from 24 ships 
to six for the first week and one in 
the second. 

All of the dangers and difficulties 
above set forth are intensified by ac- 
curate reports of U-boat movements 
from observation stations on land 


|and ships at sea, and while cruising 


| 


with our fleet I was astonished by the 
number that streamed, into our 
bridge every day. Position and 
course were usually given; so be- 
sides drawing the patrols after them 
the reports cause all merchant ships 
to avoid that particular vicinity. 
They quite accounted for the de- 
spairing note in a radio we picked 
up one evéning in transit between 
two U-boats. 

“Have you seen any ships today? 
The ocean seems to be empty.” 

This commander, no doubt, was 
one of those whose pessimistic re- 
ports caused the German Govern- 
ment to account for the decrease in 
the weekly bag in the following 
grandiloquent terms: 

“Enemy shipping has been so de- 
pleted by thé attacks of our invin- 
cible U-boats that it is becoming 
very difficult to find ships to sink.”’ 

This during a week that has seen 
$600 ships sail in and out of British 
ports alone, and probably half as 
many more from the harbors of 
allied nations. 

Summing the U-boat’s potentiali- 
ties, we find that it is limited in 
cruising radius and operations; is 
exposed to extra sea and war risks, 
is, in fact, a hunted creature—hunt- 
ed, moreover, so successfully that 
the British First Lord was able to 
report in Parliament: “We are sink- 
ing 40 or 50 per cent of German 
submarines.”

The Herald building, copied from 
the town hall of Verona, Italy, had 
been standing four years before 
Bennett came from France to see it. 
But on his way uptown from the pier 
he stopped for luncheon at the Union 
Club, then at Twenty-first street and 
Fifth avenue. The chops he ordered 
did not suit him and a row with the 
waiter and then with the steward 
followed. Thoroughly angered, Ben- 
nett telephoned to a steamship line, 
found a ship was leaving within the 
hour, hired the _ captain’s cabin, 
rounded up his valet and was off to 
sea without having seen the Herald 
building. 

Bennett impressed his personality, 
or at least his whims, even upon the 
phraseology of his newspapers. The 
Herald’s ‘“‘don’t list,” by reason of its 
formidable length, is a byword 
among newspaper men. ‘In so far as 
it is based on the use of good En- 
glish, good taste and common sense, 
it does not differ from other pam- 
phiets of that kind in offices where 
such obsolescent textbooks persist; 
but in its departure from them it is 
an expression of Bennett’s verbal 
likes and dislikes. 

His Famous Don’t List. 

A headline of five words which ap- 
peared in another New York news- 
paper not so long ago aroused com- 
ment in the Herald office because it 
violated four Herald ‘“‘don’ts.” It 
read: 

“Banker Morgan Sails on Liner.” 

The Herald style book terms 
“banker,” as thus used, “a name 
handle,” and forbids it. Modern 
transatlantic vessels do not sail, and 
the verb is forbidden in the Herald 
except for sailing vessels or their 
passengers. The word “on” is for- 
bidden in this connection—Mr. Mor- 
gan was ‘on board” or “aboard.” 
And in the Herald there is no such 
useful word as “liner.’”’ The head, 
edited according to Herald rules, 
would read, “Mr. Morgan, a banker, 


| left on board a steamship.” 


An automobile in the Herald can- 
not be called an auto, a car, or a ma- 
chine. A railway engineer is an “en- 
gine driver.” An airplane is not a 
plane, nor a telephone a phone. 
“Plan” may not be used as a verb or 
in any other way except as designat- 
ing architectural or engineering 
drawings or in connection with mili- 
tary campaigns. A record is never 
broken, so the rule goes, but a new 
record may be set. 

Bennett gravely directed that his 
reporters should not write about 
“nants,” “‘vests’’nor “full dress suits.”’ 
Many of his “don'ts” grew out of 
social terms. He forbade the use of 
“clubman” and of “visit.”” His re- 
porters were not permitted to write 
of ‘“‘box parties” at theaters, nor ‘‘in- 
vited guests,” nor “dinner dances,” 
nor ‘‘maids of honor,” nor hotel ‘‘pa- 
tron,”’ nor “society men,’ “Social 
leader’’ and ‘society girl’’ were taboo. 

No Diplomats, All Diplomatist.s 

In Bennett's lexicon there was no 
such word as “diplomat.” It was 
diplomatist. A preached of the 
Gospel was not, and presumably still 
is not, for the Herald a ‘“‘minister.”’ 
That word is reserved for “‘diploma- 
tists.” 

Bennett’s fondness for dogs and 
sport manifested itself in these 
rules: “‘Hunting dogs’ must be 
avoided; use ‘hounds.’ In an objec- 
tionable case the dogs were English 
setters. Use the ‘g’ in Pekingese.” 

‘Say ‘hunting’ when referring to 
the chase of game on _ horseback, 
and ‘shooting’ when the sportsman is 


| afoot.”’ 


One can be a member of a club or 
a church, according to Bennett's 
rule, but not a member of a crew. 
He held that the crew of a steam- 
ship should not be called sailors, 
but seamen. His predilection for the 
sea and for yachting caused him to 
list a set of nautical rules separately 
in his style book, for fear his men 
would write like landlubbers. They 
were cautioned not to use “prow” 
for “bow,” “wheel” for “screw,” 
nor “waves” for “seas.” ‘“Waves,” 
the style book explains, “are sur- 
face undulations; seas do damage.” 

There are nearly 30 of these nau- 
tical rules. “‘Do not use ‘took up the 
anchir,’” says one; “use ‘weighed 
the anchor.’” In the same way 
“took in cargo” is forbidden in fa- 
vor of “stowed cargo.” 

To enforce these rules Bennett 
had a system of fines and suspen- 
sions. 

With the death of Bennett the 
Herald staff is wondering what 
fate is in store for them. For 20 
years and more Bennett has had 
practically no intercourse with his 
relatives, his sister, Mrs. Isaac Bell; 
his nephew, Isaac Bell Jr., and his 
nieces, the Countess d’Armon and 
Mrs. Ricardo. His nephew has never 
been inside the Herala Buliding. 
Since Bennett's marriage in 1914 to 
the Baroness de Reuter it has been 
generally understood that she would 
inherit the Herald. 

Mrs. Bennett Saw Extravagance. 

Two years ago she visited the 
Herald Bullding on Sunday after- 
noon at an hour when most of the 
staff was absent. Mrs. Bennett 
wanted to see the whole building, 

and did. But the only comment she 
made was in reference to the large 
number of vacant desks. She pro- 
fessed to be unable to understand 
why they should be vacant, ana 
especially why there should be #0 

them.

Will give Herald a 25,000-word ex- 
clusive account of my trip for $10,- 
C00.” . The dispatch avas delivered 
to Mr. Bennett just as he was about 
to take a train from Paris. He 
rushed into the telegraph office, ac- 
cepted Dr. Cook’s offer, and wired 
instructions to his banker to send Dr 
Cook $25,000. 

“After I was on the train,”’ said 
Mr. Bennett, “I read Dr. Cook's mes- 
sage more carefully and found that 
he had offered 25,000 words for 
$10,000, while in my hurry I had 
read it 10,000 for $25,000. Ags it 
was, I got 25,000 words for $£5.000 
—and it was worth it. I never men- 
tioned the incident to.Dr. Cook.” 

European Edition. 

Many years ago Bennett started a 
European edition of the Herald, 
published in Paris, and an English 
edition, published in London. The 
| former survives owing to the will- 
ingness of Bennett to dip into his 
pocket for a substantial annual def- 
icit. On one occasion when a rumor 
became current that a company was 
about to start another English pa- 
per in Paris, Bennett wrote and pub- 
lished in the New York Herald an 
editorial in which he said he had 
spent 35,000,000 francs ($7,000,000) 


before he brought the European edi- 
tion in sight of the point where it 
would not create a deficit. When any- 
one had the temerity to criticise the 
European edition, he would says: 

“T do not claim that the European 
edition is a real newspaper. I pub- 
lish it for my amusement and for 
the idle rich.” 


The London Herald was short-lived. 
His dictorial methods,: his utter dis- 
regard of English traditions and 
conventions, did not square with the 
London idea. He failed of support 
and became engaged in bitter con- 
troversies, some of which were car- 
ried into the courts. After the col- 
lapse of the London Herald, Bennett 
never visited that country, but one 
reason assigned for. this was the 
strict quarantine laws against dogs. 
The proprietor of the Herald always 
took several dogs with him when he 
traveled and the English quarantine 
regulations would have compelled 


rim to be separated from his pets 
for a considerable time if he went to 
Ergland. 

Bennett averaged a little better 
than one visit to New York in twv 
years after he took up his residence 
in Paris. He seldom remained in 
New York more than a week. Into 
that week he compressed more busi- 
ness than most men do in a month. 
On these visits he occupied his own 
residence at 37 West Forty-seventh 
street. 

Policy of the Herald. 


Mr. Bennett’s comprehensive 


world knowledge ted him logically 


fto pursue a world-wide pvulicy in his 


conduct of the Hera!d, rather than 
give the preponderance of attention 
to New York. If, om one of Lés an- 
nual cruises, hs foun: a dangerous 
bit of water in somc remote region 
of the Far East, where he thought 
there should be a lighthouse, he 
would begin in the Herald and its 
Paris edition a campeign for such u 
‘tighthouse; and continue it with is 
much vigor as any other New York 
publisher would conduct a local po- 
litical campaign. Probably not 29 
persons in New York ever heard wf 
the name of the particular spot, and 
fewer than that cared—but James 
Gordon Bennett cared, and that was 
sufficient to justify any amount of 
newspaper space and any expense. 
In pursuance of his worldwide 
journalistic policy he paid special at- 
tention to the Central and South 
American countries, Cuba and even 
Hayti. He was the first publisher 
of a New York paper to sense the 
coming of a new order in China, and 
for years published news from his 
staff correspondents in that coun-

Buying of October by spot house brokers 
Suggested that spinners were beginning to 
take an interest in hedging their new cro 
requirements around present price level, 
while reports of a better demand for low 

Zrades in the South seemed to lessen appre- 
Rensions of tenders on July contarcts, 

October sold up to 23.46c and December to 
23.39¢c, with the more active months generally 
showing net gains of 56 to 71 points in the 
late trading. The close was a shade off from 
the best, under realizing. 

Week-end crop reviews indicated generally 
f£00d progress, which, with the favorable 
weather map, encouraged the talk of rela- 
tively high condition figures within the next 
few davs. The Government report which will 
be published June 4, covers the crop outlook 
as of today’s date, and it is believed that the 
crop has quite steadily improved during the 
last two weeks. 

This idea of the crop outlook seemed to 
be overshadowed by the more bulish spot ad- 
vices today, however, with the market also 
showing the influences of a stronger technical 
Position.

JEFERSON CITY, May 25.—The 


State Tax Commission today, in de- 


fiance of the majority members of 


‘the State Board of Equalization, who 


defeated the tax reform program, 
sent out an order to all county Asses- 
sors demanding that they value 
property in their several counties ‘“‘at 
its true value in money, as required 
by law.”’ 

The Tax Commission also made 
public its annual report, which pur- 
ports to show in detail how the work 
of the majority members of. the 
Equalization Board discriminates in 
favor of certain sections of the State, 
and against others. 

The report shows that the board 
placed a valuation of less than 35 
per cent on property in Kansas City, 
a Democratic stronghold, while 
property in Republican St. Louis was 
assessed by them at 60 fer cent. In 
other words, the tax payers of St. 
Louis are paying State taxes on a 
60 per cent valuation, while those 
of Kansas City are paying on a basis 
of less than 35 per cent. 

The members of the Board of 
Equalization who prepared in secret 
session and voted for this assess- 
ment are Attorney-General Frank W. 
McAllister, who is said to be a can- 
didate both for Governor and for the 
United States Senate; Secretary of 
State John L. Sullivan, who is an 
avowed candidate to succeed himself, 
and Treasurer George Middlekamp, 
who also is a candidate for re-elec- 
tion. All are Democrats. 

Gov. Gardner and Auditor Hack- 
man voted to assess all property at 
its actual value as the law requires. 

Jackson County Reduced. 

The report of the Tax Commis- 
sion shows that Assessor Stone of 
Jackson County, including Kansas 
City, returned a total valuation of 
$274,000,000. Subsequent § investi- 
gation by special agents of the Tax 
Commission, is declared to show that 
Stone’s valuation was made on a ba- 
sis of less than 40 per cent of full 
value. The Board of Equalization, 
though, refused to accept even 
Stone’s valuation and reduced the 
Jackson County assessment from 
$274,000,000 to $246,000,000. 

In St. Louis the board reduced the 
Assessors’ return from $694,000,000 
to $663,000,000. Investigatio 
which has been conducted by the 
Tax Commission since has shown 
that the return of the Assessor was 
on an average basis of 62 per cent 
of full value. The valuation fixed 
bfiy the board, therefore, is about 
60 per cent of full value. 

In nearly all of the other 114 
counties of the State the values fixed 


‘by the board are lower in proportion 


to the actual value of the property, 
even, than they are in Jackson 
County. So Kansas City is paying 
more than its proportionate share 
of State taxes, even though it is pay- 
ing only slightly more than half as 
much in proportion to the real value 
of the property as is St. Louis. 

After voting the arbitrary assess- 
ment under which Missouri will pay 
taxes this year, the majority mem- 
bers of the board issued a formal 
statement in which they sought to 
explain their action.

U. S. PATROL HAS THRILLING 
FIGHT IN NO MAN’S LAND 


Charges Two Machine Guns and Drives Out 
Germans in Hand to Hand 
Encounter.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, May 25.—An American 
reconnoitering party commanded by 
Lieut. A. P. Craddock of Lynchburg, 
Va., had a thrilling hand-to-hand en- 
counter with Germans in No Man’s 
Land in Picardy last night. In the 
face of a continuous fire from two 
machine guns, they charged the 
enemy. Although Lieut. Craddock 
and several of his men were seriously 


wounded, they continued fighting 
and drove off the Germans. 

One of the Americans was shot in 
the head and body, and lay on the 
ground, stunned. When he came to 
he found,a German holding him by 
the shoulder. He drew his pistol and 
killed the German. 

Another American detachment 
during the course of the night pene- 
trated enemy organizations in the 
Bois Allogne, attacked a German 
post, killed five and took a prison- 
er. The prisoner told the same story 
as thousands of others who have been 
taken by the British and French— 
that hg would give anything to see 
the war ended. 

The last 48 hours have been the 
quietest in the Toul sector since thé 
Americans took it over. In that pe- 
riod only 90 enemy shells fell with- 
in the whole sector. The American 
artillery was somewhat more active, 
the American shells fired numbering 
into the hundreds. 

Americans this morning watching 
German Archies shelling a plane, 
suddenly observed one smoke puff 
burst directly underneath the ma- 
chine, Which dived earthward. A few 
hundred yards above the ground, 
however, the pilot seemed to gain 
momentary control, for the machine 
straightened out. It only remained 


clipped and crashed,to the eartth be- 
tween the Quart de Reserve and La 
Hayville. 

The American patrols continued 
their work nightly. Last night one 
entered the German positions and 
proceeded as far back as the second 
line southwest of Sonnard Wood 
without encountering a single Ger- 
man, although several work parties 
were heard. | 

Only one American patrol in the 
Luneville sector this mornings found 
the body of a German im No Man’s 
Land. Apparently he had been killed 
by shell fire and the patrol brought 
in much valuable information ob- 
tained from papers in his pockets.

At 4 o’clock Red Cross au- 
tomobiles went through the streets 
collecting the boxes. 

Many of the women made these 
general observations—that the per- 
centage of women who gave was 
much smaller than that of the men; 
that the more plainly dressed and 
even poorly clad gave much more 
generally than did those whose at- 
tire indicated affluence, and that the 
number of actual slackers was in- 
finitesimal. One woman remarked 
that the newsboy at his corner would 
have no capital left to start the 
week. He deposited most of his 
pennies in the red box as he re- 
ceived them.

Be Sent to Island.

WASHINGTON, May 25.—More 
evidence than that disclosed in the 


British official statement of the close 
connection between tke Irish Sinn 
Fein and German influence is in the 
hands of the British and American 
Governments, it was stated offi- 
cially here today. Arrests are to be 
made soon in this country and pos- 
sibly additional arrests in Ireland. 

Department of Justice officials to- 
day pointed to the disappearance of 
Jeremiah O’Leary, an Irish-Ameri- 
can, on the eve last week of his trial 
on charges of publishing seditious 
matter, as a strong indication that 
O’Leary and others are informed of 
other charges which might be 
brought against them. 


he Associated Press. 
BY ONDON, May 25.—Germany’s ef- 


forts to foment revolution in Ire- 
land with the aid of the Sinn Fein 
are laid bare in a statement from 
- the Official Press Bureau, reviewing 
2 this phase of the Irish political sit- 
uation since the beginning of the 
war. 

After the abortive rebellion of 
Waster week, 1916, plans were made 
for a revolt in 1917, but this miscer- 
ried because of America’s entr) into 
the war and Germany's inability to 
send troops to Ireland. An uprising 
in Iréland was planned for this year 
after the German offensive in the 
West had been successful and when 
Great Britain presumably would be 
stripped of troops. 

Concerning the recent arrests in 
Treland, the statement says that facts 
and documents, for obvious reasons, 
cannot be disclosed at this time nor 

ean the means of communication be- 
‘tween Germany and Ireland. 

One phase of every plan called for 
the establishment of submarine bases 
in Ireland. .In the present circum- 
stances, it ts added, no other course 
was open to the Government, “if use- 
less bloodshed was,to be avoided and 
its Guties to its allfes fulfilled but to 
intern the authors and abettors of 
this criminal! intrigue.” 

Statement From Press Bureau. 

The statement from the press bu- 
reau follows: 

‘The revolutionary movement in 
Ireland, which culminated in the ar- 
rest of a considerable number of per- 
gons last week, consisted of two 
closely related series of activities: 
A—Attempts by the German Govern- 
ment to foment rebellion in Ireland, 
and, B—Preparations made in Ire- 
land to carry these attempts into ac- 
tion. The story of the active con- 
mection between the leaders of the 
‘Sinn ‘Fein movement and the Ger- 
mans, as disclosed by documents in 
possession of the British Govern- 
ment, falls into two parts, the period 
prior to and period since the abor- 
tive Irish rebellfon of Easter, 1916. 

“The events of the first period can 
be told in some detail, but the sec- 
ond period, which concerns recent 
events permits of no more than a 
summary as a full statement on the 
facts and documents in possession of 
the Government would disclose the 
names of persons who stood by the 
Government and also the channeis 
of communication through which the 
German Government was acttng and 
which it would not be in the public 
interest to reveal at present. 

“The story begins as early in the 
War as Nov. 6, 1914, when Herr 
Zimmermann transmitted, through 
Count von  Bernstorff, a message 
from Sir Roger Casement (later cap- 
tured in Ireland and executed) ask- 
ing that a messenger, a native-born 
American, if possible, be sent to Ire- 
Jand with word that everything was 
favorable. He was to carry no letter 
for fear of arrest. Casement also 
asked that an Irish priest should be 
gent to Germany with the assistance 
of the German legation in Norway to 
work in prison camps to. corrupt 
Irish prisoners of war. This priest 
Was a certain John T. Nicholson, an 
American citizen of Irish birth. He 
reached Germany safely and we find 
him in January, 1915, transmitting 
Messages to America. 

“According to a report of Capt. 
von Papen (German militady attache 
in Washington), dated Dec. 5, 1914, 
Verbal assurances were sent in re- 
Sponse to Casement’s request that an 
excellent impression had been pro- 
duced in Ireland. In the beginning

*“‘Impudent Fake’’ Devoy 


Says of Irish Disclosures 


Declares Old Stories Which Were Without 
Foundation Have Been Brought. 
Up Again.

NEW YORK, May 25.—John De- 
voy, named in the British Press Bu- 
reau’s official exposure of alleged 


German-Sinn Fein Irish ‘uprising 
plot, as an intermediary in America 
Germany and _ the Irish 
leaders, issued a statement here to- 
night branding the London an- 
nouncement as “an impudent fake.” 
Devoy is the editor of the Gaelic- 
American, an anti-British weekly 
newspaper, published in this city. 

Declaring that there was no con- 
spiracy justifying the arrests last 
week, Devoy asserted he ‘‘never had 
any dealings, directly or indirectly, 
with any agent or emissary, official 
or unofficial, of the German Govern- 
ment since the United States entered 
the war.” 

Devoy termed the British an- 
nouncement “a rehash of old sto- 
ries,” and seid they were brought up 
to date “by the addition of later in- 
ventions.” 

He ridiculed Premier Lloyd 
George’s announcement of “a con- 
spiracy for a great rising in Ireland” 
and the statement tat ‘no taunts 
would drive the government to give 
away the sources of its information”’ 


as an admission by the Prime Mini- 
ster that “the evidence will not stand 
the test of examination of court.” 
The Irish revolution dictator resi- 
dent in America is a myth, Devoy 
asserted. He charged also that a 
man “long under suspicion” and who 
“Is not in the confidence of any- 
body on either side of the Atlantic, 
but who has been ‘pulling the leg’ 
of the American secret service for 


some time,’’ is the creator of the 
entire texture of information on 
which the British announcement 
was based. 

The sole object of the charge made 
officially in London. Devoy said, is 
to create antipathy to Ireland. in 
America, Irish leaders in the United 
States have had no dealings with 
Germany since this country becam 
a belligrent, he stated. | 


“The only opposition to England,” 
he continues, “is an open and avowed 
movement to resist 
in which he asserted all political 
parties, including large numbers of 
Orangemen, were participating. 

Devoy first attained nation-wide 
notority when, after the unsuccess- 
ful Irish rebellion of Easter week. 
1916, he accused President Wilson of 
giving information to the British 
Government which betrayed S8ir 
Roger Casement and frustratetd the 
German plans to land arms and mu- 
nitions in Ireland in support of the 
uprising. Later he modified his 
accusations naming State Department 
officials instead of the President. 

Devoy’s name was mentioned later 
in the same year in indictments re- 
turned by the Federal Grand Jury 
which investigated the German plot 
to blow up the Welland Canal. 

In his newspaper Devoy repeatedly 
has spoken of “the next rebellion” 
in treland and predicted it would be 


successful. In Octoberfi, 1917, he was 


named by the Sinn Fein leader, 
“General’ Liam Mellows, arrested 
here, as having participated at a 
conference in this city at which plans 
were discussed for another Irish up- 
rising. \

Easter Saturday for the uprising and 
urging the dispatch of munitions in 
time. March 4, Von Jagow (Ger- 
man Fo€fign Minister) replied that 
the arms would be lande din Tralee 
Bay a asked that the necessary 
arrangements be made in Ireland 
through Devoy. On Mareh 14 Von 
Bernstorff replied that the Irish 
agreed that full details were being 
sent to Ireland by messenger. 

“The next day Von Bernstorff tele- 


graphed the code to be used between 


the Germans and the rebels while 
the arms were in transit and’ ex- 
plained that a submarine might safe- 
ly enter Dublin Bay and go as far 
as Pigeon House without encounter- 
ing. nets. 

“On March 26 Von Jagow replied 
that the arms would be sent and 
that a special code word would be 
used every night as the introduction 
to the German wireless press service. 
In a message from Von Bernstorff to 
Berlin, the Germans were assured 
that there were numerous private 
wireless receiving stations in Ireland. 

“On April 18 and April 19’ urgent 
mressages were sent from America to 
Berlin fixing the delivery of arms 
for the evening of Easter Sunday, 
pressing for the landing of German 
troops and asking for an air raid on 
England and naval attack on the En- 
glish coast. These attacks actually 
took place between April 24 and 26. 

“It was declared to be the hope of 
the rebels and their German . and 
American friends to blockade the 
Irish ports against England and es- 
tablish bases in Ireland for German 
submarines, 

“The rebellion broke out a day 
later than scheduled, on Easter Mon- 
day, April 24, but, as the world is 
aware, German support miscarried 
and it ended -in a complete failure. 
The report of the Royal Commission 
on the rebellion in Ireland states: 

‘It is now a matter of common 
rotoriety that the Irish volunteers 
had been in communication with the 
authorities in Germany and were for 
a long time known to have been sup- 
plied with money through Irish- 
American societies. This was s0 
stated in public by John MacNeil 
‘former president of the Sinn Fein) 
on Nov. 8, 1914. It was suspected 
long before the outbreak that some 
of the money came from German 
sources. 

“The evidence on this subject in 
possession of the British Government 
provides the clearest proof of these 
suspicions. 

“It became clear very soon after 
the rising that the Sinn Fein leaders 
again were asking Germany for help. 

“On June 7 there was a message 
from Berlin to Washington referring 
to ‘a 259 of May 6,’ a message which 
is missing and saying that Germany 
was perfectly ready to give help if 
the Irish only would say what sort 
of help they required. 

“On June 15 Von Bernstorff al- 
ready had sent a dispatch giving ac- 
count of the rebellion as far as his 
information went, anc stating that 
£1000 ($5000) had been provided 
for the defense of Casement. On 
July 25 he sent a long message giv- 
ing further news from Ireland and 
explaining that the work of re- 
organizing the rebels was making 
good progress and that their lack of 
money had been remedied by him. 

Director in America. 

“On Sept. 8, in a dispatch to Ber- 
lin, he inclosed a memorandum from 
@ person called ‘the Irish revolution 
director resident in America,’ which 
contained detailed proposals for a 
fresh rising. Any rising, said the 
Irish revolution director, must be 
contingent upon the sending by Ger- 
many of an ‘expedition with suffi- 
cient military force to cover a land-

“We again find Von Bernstorff 
on Dec. 4, attaching a note surrep- 
titiously to a message passed by the 
American Government in which he 
mentioned that the Irish leaders in 
America were pressing for an an- 
swer to their proposal of Sept. 8. He 
seems to have followed this on 
Christmas day with a message which 
is missing, for on the last day of 1916 
Foreign Secretary Zimmermann in- 
formed him of quantities of muni- 
tions which it was proposed to land 
between Feb. 21 and 25, 1917. He 
added that it was impossible to send 
German troops. 

“On Jan. 18, 1917, Bernstorff re- 
plied that his Irish committee de- 
clined the proposal as without Ger- 
man troops a rising would be use- 
less, 
“After America’s entrance into 
war in April, 1917, the line of com- 
munication between the German 
Government and the leaders of the 
Sinn Fein party was broken tempor- 
arily though there was no reason to 
believe that the messenger service 
between America and the Irish de- 
vised by John Devoy was affected. 

Spoke of German Invasion. 

“A clew to the new line of com- 
munication was obtained subsequent- 
ly and has been followed up actively. 
The effect of this new line in Ireland 
is visible in the speeches of the Sinn 
Fein leaders during this period. For 
example, Prof. de Valera, address- 
ing the convention of the Irish vol- 
unteers on Oct. 27, 1917, said: 

**By proper organization and re- 
cruiting we could have 600,000 fight- 
ing volunteers in Ireland. That 
would be a big army but without the 


opportunity and means for fighting 


it could, only be used as a menace. 
There already has been too much 
bloodshed without success and } 


lion without hopeful chances of suc- 
cess. We can see no hope of that 
in the near future except through a 
German invasion of England and the 
landing of troops and munitions in 
Ireland. We should be prepared to 
leave nothing undone toward that 
end.’ 

“On another occasion in January 
of this year, De Valera said: 

“‘as long as Germany is the en- 
emy of England and England is the 
enemy of Ireland so long will Ire- 
fand be a friend of Germany.’ 

“For some considerable time it 
was difficult to obtain accurate in- 
formation as to German-Sinn Fein 
plans but about April, 1918, it was 
ascertained definitely that a plan for 
landing arms in Ireland was ripe for 
execution and that the Germans only 
awaited definite information from 
Ireland as to the time, and place 
and date.

THROUGH CUBA 


Interruption of Intercourse 
Between Washington and 
Carranza Governments Re- 


garded as Possible. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 25.—In Mex- 
ico’s sudden breaking off of diplo- 
matic relations with Cuba is seen 
an indirect action against the United 
States. Those here most familiar 
with Latin-American affairs pro- 
fess to see in it the forerunner of 
more direct action, possibly an inter- 
ruption of intercourse between the 
United States and Mexico. 

Although without official informa- 
tion of a detailed character, it is un- 
derstood here that Mexico’s real 
grievance against Cuba is the recent 
incident in which the Mexican Min- 
ister to Argentina, Senor Ysidro Fa- 
bela, was delayed in Havana while 
some official, ostensibly a Cuban cus- 
toms inspector, searched his baggage 
and probably removed some papers 
said to be of an international char- 
acter. 

No announcement of this feature 
is being made here and no official 
secrets, if there be any, are being dis- 
closed. But it is known that at the 
same time some sort of a negotiation 
was going on between Mexico, Ar- 
gentina and possibly one other Latin- 
American country, having for its 
purpose a cemmon attitude toward 
the war. It is presumed that any 
papers found in Senor Fabela’s lug- 
gage had to do with it. 

This incident is believed to be the 
real cause of the break, and those 
who entertain this belief are firm in 
the conviction that Mexico was con- 
vinced that the United States was re- 
sponsible for the incident. 

When Senor Fabela’s luggage was 
searched it was maintained by some 
that the person who did it was not 
a Cuban official at all, but some 
other agent in the disguise of a Cu- 
ban inspector. Later, however, it 
seemed to have been satisfactorily 
established that the man really was 
a Cuban inspector. 

A break between Cuba and Mex- 
ico, it is felt, hurts practically noth- 
ing but a long-standing friendly re- 
lation. In the opinion of those in 


close touch with the subject it may 


actually give Cuba a free hand, as 
the Mexican Foreign Minister says 
in his announcement, but perhaps 
not in the manner suggested. 

American agents for some time 
have been reporting German agents 
operating in Cuba, some of them 
crossing frequently to the United 
States as Cuban citizens or Mexican 
citizens. A severance of diplomatic 
relations probably would leave the 
Cuban Government more at liberty 
to investigate their activities. 

When first-class Powers are con- 
cerned a break in diplomatic rela- 
tions inevitably has been followed 
by war. Between lesser Powers this 
rule aften fails to hold good. 


Cuba Credits Report Mexico Has 
Broken Off Relations. 
By the Associated Press. 

HAVANA, May 25.—A high Gov- 
ernment official, who refused to al- 
low his name to be used, said today 
when shown Mexico City dispatches 
to the effect that diplomatic relations 
between Cuba and Mexico had been 
broken, that although the Cuban 
Government received no previous no- 
tice regarding Mexico’s action, the 
dispatches doubtless gave a correct 
view of the situation. 

He stated that he considered Pres- 
ident Carranza’s action to be a 
friendly one, taken to avoid possible 
complication later in view of Cuba’s 
situation as one of the warring na- 
tions, which find it necessary some- 
times to take unusual actior. 

He declared the Cuban Minister 
had been absent from Mexico for 
several months, and that his succes- 
sor had been proposed. The Cuban 
Charge 4@’Affairs was recalled from 
Mexico City before the present sit- 
uation arose for reasons not connect- 
ed with it. The legation was left in 
charge of its secretary, whose recall 
is not contemplated at present. 

No diplomatic exchanges, he said, 
had taken place which might indi- 
cate seriously strained relations be- 
tween the two countries and he be- 
lieved that these relations might be 
considered as only suspended dur- 
ing the war crisis.

Clair County, has been taken up by 
the District Board. Martin Drury 
is also City Attorney. 

John H. Drury, a 
coal and Ite dealer, is chair- 
man of the Democratic Coun- 
ty Central Committee, and is one of 
the leading politicians in the county. 
He has three sons of draft age, who 
were classified by the board of wnhici. 
he is chairman. Two of them were 
given deferred classification, and the 
third joined the navy. ‘ 

Lack of Harmony in Board. 

Frank Drury, one of the sons, was 
placed in class 5 because of physical 
disabilities. Martin Drury asked, in 
his questionnaire, for class 3, and 
was placed in it. John Drury, the 
third, was placed in class 1-A. He 
afterwards joined the navy. 

Dr. Charles F. Wilhelmj and C. Cc. 
Molla, the other ‘members of the 
board, last night related a history of 
the cases, and also told about the 
giving of deferred classification to 
Molla’s son, Joseph, who was mar- 
ried after the passage of the draft 
law. Dr. Wilhelmj and Molla have 
fallen out with Drury over @he pro- 
cedure in the cases of Drury’s sons, 
and the work of the board, it is said, 
has been seriously interrupted by the 
Jack of harmony. 

The War Department three weeks 
ago asked for a list of five men with 
special mechanical qualifications, Dr. 
Wilhelmj and Molla said. They 
learned later that the name of John 
Drury Jr., had been sent in as one of 
the five, without the sanction of Mol- 
la or Dr. Wilhelm}. 

They decided to let it go that way, 
and the other four men departed 
last Monday, but Drury failed to gO.

WITH PERJURY 


Gives Bond Under Warrant Issued in Connec- 
tion With Bankruptcy Hearing Against 
Mother-in-Law. 


Mrs. Laura Deffaa, wife of Ed- 
ward Deffaa, well known Democra- 
tic politician and former member 
of the House of Delegates, is under 
a $2000 bond, on a charge of per-

It was 
the result of their attempts to col- 
lect, respectively, $6500 and $5000, 
for which amounts they held Ed- 
ward Deffaa’s notes, indorsed with 
his mother’s: name. Frank Nall was 


appointed receiver for her. 


It was shown that she received 
$26,000 from the city for land pur- 
chased for the Free Bridge ap- 
proach site, at Seventh street and 
Chouteau avenues, and that $12,700 
remained after a mortgage was 
satisfied.

GASOLINE SHORTAGE 
TALK IS “PROPAGANDA” 


Anxiety has been felt regarding 
the unfounded report printed 
throughout the country that the 
Government Plan to stop the use of 
motor cars for seven Sundays begin- 
ning June 1. According to word re- 
ceived by the National Auto 
Dealers Association from the ui 
kee Dealers Association, who are af- 
filiated with the National Associa- 
tion, the rumor lacks official origin. 
No such announcement, they state, 
has been made officially and the mat- 
ter might be laid at the door of prop- 
agandist as a scheme to divert the 
minds of some of the people from the 
big war. 

A Washington dispatch received at 
Milwaukee and transmitted to the 
National A. D. A, at St. Louis is as 
follows: : 

“Restrictions on the consumption 
of gasoline by the general public are 
not yet considered necessary by the 
Fuel Administration. H, L Requa, 
oil administrator, said Saturday, the 
situation is being studied with a 
view to future action, but until Gov- 
ernment requirements of gas for avi- 
iation and military transport expand 
materially, no regulation will be en- 
forced to obstruct ordinary use. The 
administration does not believe that 
the situation will be changed during 
the next few months.” 

The Milwaukee Automobile Dealers 
Association have instituted an offer 
under consideration of $1000 reward 
for informatioin that will lead to the 
arrest and conviction of the distribu- 
ters of the propaganda regarding the 
shortage of gasoline and the possible 
prohibition of the use of motor cars 
because of the alleged shortage.

WILL REDUCE TIRE 
SIZES TO TWENTY-EIGHT 


At a joint meeting of the directors 
of National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce and the War Service Com- 
mittee of the Rubber Industry tn New 


York on Thursday, formal approval 
was given by the motor car builders 
to the plan for simplifying and stand- 
ardizing pneumatic tire and rim sizes, 
in accordance with the suggestion of 
the Commercial Economy Board of 
the Council of National Defense. 

When the plan becomes operative 
the number of sizes and styles of 
tires manufactured and carried in 
stock, to the ultimate benefit of the 
makers, cealers and customers, will 
be reduced from approximatelx 200 
to 28, thus conserving manufac ng 
facilities, reducing capital investe 
raw materials and finished produ® 
and giving better service to automo- 
bile owners by eliminating a major- 
ity of the sizes and styles now re- 
quired. The schedule calls for seven 
sizes of rims and nine sizes of pneu- 
matic tires, adequate to equip any 
motor vehicle up to a two-ton truck. 

The tire men requested the con- 
ference vith the N. A. C. C. and were 
able to show the advantages of 
Standardization in such a way that 
prompt approval was given to the 
plan, the adoption of which will be 
recommended to all automobile mianu- 
facturers.

Most 
of the automobile “fans” who claim 
to know their machines like books 
are about as well posted on that im- 
portant item, the storage battery, as 
they are about the lunar influence 
on the tides or the question of vege- 
tation on the planet Mars. 

Thee usual conception is that the 
storage battery is an unusual sort of 
box which by some complicated 
means electricity is stored and that 
every so often one must go to the 
garageman at the corner and have 
the thing refilled. 

The storage battery is really a 
misnomer. Instead of storing elec- 
tricity it generates électricity. It 
consists of a series of alternate posi- 
tive and negative plates made of lead 
which are immersed in a liquid 
known as the electrolyte. The action 
of the acid in the liquid on the lead 
in the plates produces the current. 

Very simple—the making of stor- 
age batteries appears, but in real- 
ity it is a most complicated operation 
involving a thorough and complete 
scientific knowledge of electricity.

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PLATES VITAL POINT — 
OF STORAGE BATTERY 


Why do some storage batteries 
have a life of three months and 
others a life of three years? 

The question is very frequently 
asked by atutomobiile owners as to 


why there is a great variation in’ 


the life of storage batteries used inh 
starting and lighting service. There 
is one answer—the plate. The main 
part of any storage battery is the 
plates that are contained within the 
cells. The other parts of the battery

The intricate art of making a four- 
minute speech in four minutes was 
simplified for a large group of St. 
Louis four-minute speakers by Prof. 
Bertram G. Nelson, associate direc- 
tor of the Four-Minute-Men of the 
Tnited States, in a 50-minute lunch- 
eon talk at the Annex Hotel, brim- 
ming over with timely and humor, 
ous suggestions of how to hold the 
attention of a motion pieture audi- 
ence. 

Prof. Nelson, as he explained it 
himself, just stopped over in &t. 
Louis ‘Thursday, preparatory ‘to 
plunging into the wilderness of the 
West,” and not because the Four- 
Minute Men needed “pep” injected 
into them. He is a field instructor 
for Four-Minute-Men and as such 
has traveled through 21 states and 
“talked to more four-minute spcak- 
ers than any living man.” Prof. 
Nelson was a teacher of English and 
public speaking at Chicago Univer- 
sity before engaging in Government 
work. ‘ 


Gets Down to Business. ? 


Practicing what he later preached 
to the four-minute men, Prof. Nel- 
son jumped right into his subject, 
so to speak, without the aid of an 
introduction, which, he explained, 
spoiled many a good four-minute 
speech. Illustrating the vital need 
for four-minute speakers, he said: 
““We have got to have between 80 
and 90 per cent of the people with 
us if we are to have “force to the 
utmost, force without stint.’ It has 
been estimated that there are about 
6,000,000% illiterate persons in the 
country. Add to those those who 
don’t read English, and to this those 
who read only headlines, sporting 
sheets, murders and divorce cases, 
And you have a large proportion of 
our population. - 

“You call a large patriotic mass 
meeting and have national speakers 
to address it. What is the result? 
You get possibly 5000 persons to- 
gether out of a 500,000 population. 

“For every one that comes, 509 
siay at home—inactive, passive, but 
each eating wheat bread, bacon and 
sugar, and all with sons in service. 
What's the solution? The four-min- 
ute speakers. Each night between

Ora-| 
tory is the biggest danger to four- 
minute speaking. Talk straight to 
them—man to man, with push, pull 
and earnestness, so that you reach 
the last man in the audience. In a! 
word, stick to your time, stick to 
ryour subject and stick to the job. 

Uses of Minute Men. 

‘If there were no four-minute 
men the Government would put over 
the Liberty Loan and Red Cross 
campaigns, because it is sufficiently 
organized to do it, but Washington 
depends on the four-minute men for 
all other propaganda. Yonder on) 
the seaboard is Washington, 3000 | 
miles beyond are the trenches, and |

Prof. Nelson conducted a school | 
for four-minute men during the aft-.| 
ernoon in the office of L. L. Leon- | 
ard, State chairman, in the Rialto 
Building. The recitations were the. 
speeches of the four-minute men as | 
they have been delivering them to) 


the public. 3 | 
The schoolmaster did not spare 
the rod and picked from the 


speeches concrete illustrations of the 
general criticisms he had made in 
his luncheon talk. 

Incidentally he delivered a maxim, 
which he said was the gospel of 
speakers whether they be orators or 
just speakers. “All that public 
speakers know.’ he said, “is con- 
tained in the speech of Mare Antony 
at the bier of Caesar. All that pub- 
lig speakers ought not to know or 
use tis contained in the speech of 
Brutus that preceded it. Marc An- 
tony never was I, he was: always 
we.” 


The School Teacher Rod. 


How to Attract Public. 

Prof. Nelson then told of the fur- 
ther difficulties in getting the atten- 
tion of the public and some of the 
devices resorted to. “Why we have 
to ‘Mary Pickford’ and ‘Charley 
Chaplin’ them to get them out,” he 
said, “but they’ve got to listen to 
}ou in the picture shows before they | 
can get out. 

“In Massachusetts they tried this 
gan and it worked just once in-each 
town. The Fire. Department was 
started at one end of the town and. 
tearing through the main streets, fol- 
lowed by crowds of people, stopped 
in the central square. Whereupon a 
speaker would arise from the maize 
of Jadders and say to the assembled 
people: ‘Ladies and gentlemen, this 
is not a false alarm. the world is on 
fire!’”’ . 

Further tndicating the extensive 
fieid of the four-minute man. Prof. 
Nelson told is experience: 

“I recent!™ rode 600 miles—30 
each: way—to a certain town to 
speak to what was heralded as ‘a 
large patriotic mass meeting.’ I 
spoke to 60 people, while the four- 
minute man, one block away, spoke 
to 1200 persons in a movie show. He 
traveled one mile from his home 
and spoke to 1200 persons, the work 
I traveled 600 miles 
and spoke to 60 persons, occupying 
36 hours of my time. This illus- 
trates the vast opportunity of the 
four-minute men in speaking to 
ready-made audiences." 

Rules for Speakers. 

-Prof. Nelson -then laid down the 
il- 
lustrating some with humorous ex- 
planations of what to avoid. 

“The first thing you must do is to 
éliminate the 14-minute speaker,” 
he said. “‘We had to let out 560 in 
Chicago, because they said it took 
them 10 minutes to get warmed up. 
There is no excuse for warming up‘ 
on the audience when there is a good 
alley in back of the show. 

“The only safe thing is to observe 
the time limit. Get rid of your intro- 
duction—it isn't necessary and has 
spoiled many a talk. Don't start 
out this way: ‘I don’t know why I

The first pupil was a lawyer and 
pointed a lawyer's long finger, as if 
at a jury, throughout. 

Nelson brushed the finger aside. 
“You're not catechising your audi- 
ence. Get friendly with them,’ he 
said. 

The next pupil was a physician. He 
threw on all.the tremulo stops from 
the first word. His voice dripped 
tears. A frown came over the 
schoolmaster’s face. 

When the physician finished, Nel- 
son looked at his watch. “Didn't 
use all your time—three minutes, 32 
seconds,” he said. 

“I’ve been criticised on that 
speech, for going overtime,” the 
physician said, ‘‘but it was the fre- 
quent applause that did it.’’ 


He had used the expression—‘‘For 
God's sake, wake up.” and Nelson 
ignored athe tremulo stops to ‘nail 
that one. ‘“‘Don’t scold your audi- 
ence,”” he said. “Anybody hates to 
be scolded about the things they 
haven’t done. If you have to scold, 
scold somebody who isn’t there. 
Scold the.man from East St. Louis.” 

The next speaker gave notice that 
he was going to deliver a speech. 
He fixed his tie and shook his shoul- 
ders as he took his stand near the 
window. When he opened his 
mouth, his voice was unnatural and 
in grandilequent manner he rid him- 
self of his committed effort. 


“You were saying to yourself all 
along, ‘I am making a speech,’”’ 
Nelson said. ‘‘Here, get over near 
me, take that chair. Now ask me 
to contribute to the Red Cross.” 

The speaker did so. 

“Why should I subscribe to the 
Red Cross?’’ Nelson demanded, and 
the speaker delivered his answer in 
simple style. 

' How “It” Is Done Right. 

“Good,” snapped Nelson. “Now 
ask the man across the street, in 
that building, to subscribe for the 
Red Cross, and tell him why he 
should. 


The speaker did. His speechmak- 
ing had vanished. He was talking 
straight from the shoulder. 

“Fine,” Nelson said, and then 
closed his session with a few ways 
in which he himself prepares a' 
speech. “I go down to my cellar) 
and think at the end of my tongue,” | 
he said. “I think out loud over and ' 
over again until I have said every- | 
thing that I find worth saying ready 
to be said. 

“Don't work for applause,”’ he | 
contigued.

CONTINUED FROM LAST SUNDAY 


HEY had a coolie crew on the Yarrowdale, and 
when they routed them on deck, the coolies 
began to pray, and though it is nothing to 
laugh at, I could not help but chuckle at the 

Way some of them went about talking to their various 
gods. They were beginning to smell danger and were 
pretty nervous. Every one of the coolies had a cane 
and a pair of palm beach trousers. The Huns were 
loading them in the lifeboats to be taken back to the 
Moewe with their sea bags, and one of them got too 
nervous and was slow about getting into the lifeboat, 
so the Germans shot him without saying a word. 


Then the Germans called out the names of those who 
had volunteered to go stoking, and this included me. 
We were drilled down the fiddley into the fireroom. 
The fiddley is a shaft that runs from the main deck 
of a ship to the engine room. I looked around a bit 
and saw a German standing not very far from the 
fiddley, so I asked him if we would be given shoes. He 
said no. Then | aske@ him if we had to fire in our 
bare feet and he said/ves—that we did not need shoes. 
Then he went into the 
engine room. , 

I looked at the nar 
row passage he went 
through, and at the 
narrow passage of the 
fiddley to the main 
deck, and I talked to 
my feet like I used to 
at Dixmude. I said’ 
“Feet, do your duty.” 
They did it, and I flew 
up the fiddley. I never 
wanted to see that 
stoke hole again. 

I sneaked up to 
where the rest of the 
fellows were and the 
guards drilléd us into 
No. 4 hold. There 
was nothing but am- 
munition init. They 
battened the hatches 
down on us, which 
made the hold water- 
proof. And as that 
made it practically 
airtight, the only air 
the 580 of us got was 
through the _ ventila- 
tors. That hold was 
certainly foul. 

The next day some 
of the men had got 
cigarettes somewhere. 
Lord knows how they did it, but Mallen 
had quite a lot of them. Some of the 
men would not take any of his because 
they said they had some of their own, 
and sure enough, in a few minutes they, 
as well as the rest, had lit up and were 
puffing away in great style. I divided a 
cigarette with another fellow. Remem- 
ber we were sitting and standing on am- 
munition all this time. It shows how 
much we cared whether school kept or 
not. 

The Germans saw smoke coming out 
of the ventilators, and they were crazy 
with fright. A gang of them laid below 
and rousted us out with whips. Mallen 
and I were toward the head of the line 
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going up the ladder and Mallen was 
swearing because he had just lost his 
monocle and could hardly see a foot 
in front of him. He said a sentry had 
tripped him or knocked him down, and 
that when he got up his monocle was 
gone. 

They lined us up on deck and read 
us the riot act. As we stood there I 
could see one man after another put 
his hands behind his back and theh 
bring them to the front again. Finally, 
the fellow next to me nudged me with 
his elbow. I put my hands behind my 
back and he slipped something into 
them, and I passed it to the next man. 
Then the first thing I knew there was 
Mallen with his monocle in his eye 
again. Somebody: had found it and 
brought it up With him, and we had 
passed it along almost the whole line 
before it got to Mallen. 


They drilled us down into the coal 
bunkers. It was simply hell there. 
Coal dust to breathe and eat and sleep 
on, only we could not sleep because we 
had to use the coal bunkers for all pur- 
poses, including that of the toilet, and 
after a short time not one of us could 
sleep. 

Also, by this time, some of the men 
had lost their heads completely; in 
fact, had gone violently crazy, and the 
rest of us were afraid of them. We 
were all thinking of the fight that 
might occur at any moment be- 
tween the Yarrowdale and some other vessel and we 
were in the likeliest place for the vessel to be struck. 
Even though not hit amidships, if the ship were 
sinking, we did not think the Germans would give 
us a chance to escape. We figured from what they had 
said that we would go down with the ship. And going 
down on a ship in which you are a prisoner is quite 
different from going down with one for which you 
have been fighting. 
the feeling is different.

Some of us thought of overpowering the crew and 
taking the vessel into our own bands, and we got 
the rest of the sane or nearly sane men together and 
tried to get up a scheme for doing it. I was strong 
for the plan and so were Mallen and several others, 
but the Limey officers who were with us advised 
against it. They said the Germans were taking us to 
a neutral country, where we would be interned, which 
was just what the Germans had told us, but what few 
of us believed. 

Then some others said that if we started anything 
the Germans would fire the time bombs. We replied 
that at least the Germans would go West with us, but 
they could not see that there was any glory in that. 
For myself, I thought the Germans would not fire the 
bembs until the last minute, and that we would have 
a chance at the boats before they got all of us any- 
way. Old Mallen put up quite a talk about it, and it 
was funny to see him sitting there on the coal, with 
his monocle slipping out of his eye every once in a 
while, arguing that we would all have an equal chance 
of getting away, even if many of us did go West. There 
were only 13 German sailors on board, besides their 
commander. This last Hun was named Badewitz. 


So the pacifists ruled, because we could not do any- 
thing unless we were all together, and there was no 
mutiny. They said we were hotheads, the rest of us, 
but I still think we could have made a dash for it and 


. overpowered our sentries, and either gone over the side 


with the lifeboats or taken over the whole ship. It 
would have been better for us if we had tried, and if 
the pacifists had known what was coming to us they 
would have fired the time bombs themselves rather 
than go on into that future. However, that is spilt 
milk. 


We were not allowed to open the portholes while we 
were in the bunkers, under penalty of death, and there 
in the dark, in that stinking air, it is no wonder many 
of us went crazy. Among us was a fellow named Har- 
rington, about six feet tall and weighing around 250 
pernds. He seemed to be all right mentally, but some 
of 1s thought afterwards he was crazy. Anyway, I do 
not blame him for what he did. Harrington rushed

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BOUT four miles south of the North Sea 
coast, right against the heavy line which 
marks the front on which King Albert 
and his heroic Beigian troops have for 
80 long held at bay the Hun hordes and 
preserved to freedom a last little corner 
of their stricken country, detail maps 
note what was once a flourishing village. Its ruins 
still bear the name of Pervyse. Probably you have 
never heard it before. But now it has been lifted from 
obscurity through the intrepidity of two British hero- 
ines, upon whom the allied armies have conferred the 
glorious nickname of “The Fearless W®6men of Per- 
vyse.”’ 

In the autumn of 1914, not long after the outbreak 
of the war, these two women determined that they 
must do their bit in the conflict." One of them was 
the Baroness T’Serclaes, young English wife of a 
Belgian officer. The other was Miss Mairi Chisholm, 
who today is only 22 years old. The former's marriage 
suggested that their help should be given to the Bel- 
gians. : 

By that-time most of the little kingdom lay under 
the heel of the despoiler. Fortress after fortress had 
fallen, city after city had been given to the flames. 
The dauntless remnant of the Belgian armies, driven 
back foot by foot through the pressure of overwhelm- 
ing numbers, had at last come to a stand on a line 
running south from. Nieuport through Dixmude and 
joining up with the British army near Ypres. They 
had opened the dikes and let the waters of the sea 
in to create a salt swamp between themselves 
and the Germans. 

There they stood, the last symbol of the inde- 
pendence and honor of Belgium, their country 
pillaged and devasted, their wives and children 
in slavery. They themselves were lacking in 
much, particularly in medical supplies and re- 
sources. Their heroism and their plight made a 
compelling appeal to the- two British women. 
The nearest base hospital was 10 miles west_of 
the line. So they decided to establish an emer- 
gency surgical dugout at Pervyse. 

It can be imagined what diffieulties they had 
to overcome, for the allied commanders have 
always set a stern face against the presence of 
women near the firing line. Yet their audacious 
plan was nothing less than that of establishing 
themselves at a point only 500 yards from the 
German front line trenches! And their purpose 
was not only that of caring for the wounded men 
brought to them, but of going out on the shell- 
swept roads to gather up the injured. 


Their resolution eventually carried ail before 
it, however, and soon they were in possession 
of a dugout. It was made of concrete, with an 
operating room, a kitchen and two bunks, one 
above the other, for sleeping. They took with 
them a store of first-aid appliances, a two-seated 
motor cycle and an automobile. Neither was a 
trained nurse, but Miss Chisholm was an expert 
motor driver. 


It was not long until the dugout at Pervyse be- 
came famous all along the -Belgian line as a 
haven of rescue and tender care. The word was 
spread of how these two women—the only ones 
on the allied side who have worked and lived di- 
rectly at the front—had taken possession of their 
concrete dugout and turned it into a statfon 
where wounded men could get immediate emer- - 
gency treatment, instead of the long delay that 
would have been necessary before they could be 
taken back to the base hospital. 


The Belgian officers were glad to co-operate 
with them. When it was possible wounded men 
were carried by their comrades to the dugout. 
But not infrequently it was impossible to spare 
carriers, so-telephone messages would come stat- 
ing that injured men were lying at certain places 
on the road. Then Miss Chisholm would saliy 
forth in her automobile or motor cycle and drive,

like the fearless girl she is, through the heaviest shell 
fire without flinching. Once, indeed, the car she was 
driving was smashed by a shell, but she was not hurt. 

At first they had no assistance, but did all their 
work single-handed. In addition to constant peril, 
their tasks were the heaviest of toil. The station must 
be kept open day or night; one could not tell at what 
hour a wounded man might be brought in, to whom 
immediate care might mean the difference between life 
and death. 


The young women often slept in their clothes, so as 
to be ready in an instant should help be needed. They 
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‘‘fhe Fearless Women of Pervyse’’—Baroness T’Serclaes 
and Miss Mairi Chisholm. 
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the wounded. Their fare was the soldier’s ordinary 
ration—bully beef and the rest: and they wore a 
soldier's garb—steel helmet, khaki coat and trousers 
and heavy leather boots. ‘ 
As the fame of their work spread in England, hun- 
dreds of other women petitioned the authorities for 
permission to go to Pervyse and help, but were always 
refused. The officials would not permit a third wom- 
an to live in the village, but they did nothing to inter- 
fere with the two already there, and no attempt was 
made to send them back home. In fact, they were 
eventually supplied with a doctor, two stretcher bear- 
ers and a chanffeur, all men. ne 
The Baroness and her companion not only cared 
for the wounded. They also treated various ailments 
suffered by the men, and occasionally had a task to 
try the stoutest nerves. This was when some-poor 
wretch died in the dugout despite their attendance. 
More than once they have prepared the body of a dead 
soldief for burial, laid it in a coffin and nailed the 
lid wn so that it might be taken to the cemetery 
at the base. | 
“We had to do hard things,” they say, “but then 
the men were doing harder things for us.’’ 
It would be strange if a station so near the German 
lines were not sometimes hit by artillery fire. In 
truth, it appears that the Germans had learned of the 
presence of the “angels of mercy,” and, with their 
usual chivalry, had made especial efforts to wipe out 
their dugout. At least it would seem so, for the stae 
.ion suffered no less than 100 direct hits by shells, 
But it was so deep down and the concrete walls 
were so thick that no great damage was dona, 
and the women escaped injury—no thanks to 
the Hun. 

This life continued for three and a half years, 
Think of it! Three and a half years, 42 months, 
some 1275 days, spent under constant shell fire, 
while the stream of wounded and dying men con- 
tinually poured through the station, while the 
hardest and most afflicting tasks confronted 
them day and night, while they were always sur- 

, rounded by anguish and death—and they the 
only women in a radius of several miles! 

No wonder that the King of the Belgians con- 
ferred upon them the highest honors, and that 
there was coined for them that splendid phrase, 
“The Fearless Women of Pervyse”’! The wonder 
is that for so long they escaped death themselves 
and even injury, for they were literally at the 
front, the shells roared over them day by day, 
and the Germans made especial efforts to destroy 
their station. 

That they kept up their spirits was due partly 
to their mascot, a lively and affectionate little 
black and white terrier, of no especial breed, 
which they called “Shot.” This four-legged 
friend was the partaker of their trials and dan- 
gers, and enlivened them in the gloomiest hours 
by his play and caresses. 

They went through many gas attacks, but al- 
ways some officer would warn them by tele- 
phone and they would have time to put on their 
gas masks. That is, up to March 17 last. 

“Early on that morning,” the Baroness relates, 
“the firing was so heavy that I got out of my 
bunk and said to Miss Chisholm: ‘We had bet- 
ter dress; there are sure to be wounded.’ The 
shelling was more dreadful than anything we. 
had ever known, although we were accustomed to 
bombardment. I suppose in all our dugout must 
have been hit 100 times. 

“While dressing I heard a shell burst outside 
the station, and a moment later I found Gabriel, 
our soldier orderly, lyimg on the floor. I rushed 
up to see if he were wounded, when suddenly I 
felt as if a rope had been drawn tight around 
my throat. . 

“Tf could not breathe and was utterly helpless,

About 2:30 the whistle blew again, and 
the Huns picked out a few men and took 
them down the road. We could not figure 
out why, but they came back about 3 
o'clock, all of them with bread in their 
arms. They were chewing away at it 
when they had a chance. Whenever the 


gentries were not looking they would 
bite at it like fish going after a 
worm. Each man carried five loaves. 


When they got in the barracks the sen- 
tries made them put the bread down on 
the floor, and then, with their bayonets, 
the sentries cut each loaf once down the 
center lengthwise and four times across, 
which meant 10 men to a loaf about the 
size of an ordinary 10-cent loaf in this 
eountry now. They gave each of us a 
piece a little larger than a safety-match 
box. 

The bread was hard and dark, and lI 
really think they made it from trees. It 
had just exactly the same smell that the 
dirt around trees has. Malien called it 
mud as soon as he tried it, and that was 
the name we had for it after that. 

Our meals were like this: <A can of 
barley coffee in the morning; cabbage 
soup, so called, at noon; a tenth of a loaf 
of bread at 3 p.m. That was our menu 
day in and day out, the Kalser's birth- 
day, Lincoln's, May day, or any other 
time. 
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This cabbage soup was a great idea. 
We called it shadow soup, because the 
boys claimed they made it-by hanging a 
cabbage over a barrel of water and let- 
ting the shadow fall on the water. We 
pretended, too, that if you found any 
cabbage in it you could take yvour dish 
back for a second helping. But I never 
saw anybody get more than one dishful. 
All it was, was just spoiled water. 


We tried to go to sleep that night, but 
there were so many sentries around us— 
and those of us who were not sick were 
wounded—that I do not think a man of us 
really slept. After a while I asked a 
sentry if | could go to the toilet, but for 
some reason he would not let me. I had 
different ideas about it, so I stood around 
near the door, and when he turned his 
back, out I went, and around the corner 
of the barracks. 


But one of the sentries there saw me 
and blew his whistle. and a guard of eight 
came up from somewhere and grabbed me. 
I tried to explain, but it was no use, be- 
cause every time I said a word it meant 
another swat over the ear, so finally I 
gave it up. 
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Then they drilled me across the road 
to the officers’ quarters. There were 
three officers there, and each of them 
asked me questions about all kinds of 
things, but never once mentioned my run- 
ning out of the barracks. Then they gave 
the sentries some commands, and four of 
the sentries took me out and over to the 
barbed wire fence. There they tied me, 
face to the fence, arms over my head and 
hands and feet lashed to the wire, and 
with a rope around my waist, too. I 
thought, then, that my hunch had come 
true, and that I would be crucified like

N the last days of April American 
wholesalers. had the first oppor- 
tunity to see with their own eyes 
cloths and silks and cottons that 
America’s manfacturers are now 
making with American dyes, and 
to compare the richness and dura- 

_ bility of their colors with those of German dyes that 

have been used almost exclusively hitherto. It was 

a revelation to most people. 

But dyestuffs are only one of a multitude of victo- 
ries which American chemists have won since our 
country took its place in the war. In an address de- 
lMvered by Prof. 8S. W. Parr of the University of Illi- 
nois before the Society of Sigma Pi, University of 
lowa, and published in Science, a splendid idea of 
the amazing triumphs of our chemists, and of their 
stupendous importance to the industries of America 
is given. 

Three years ago we were being warned that the for- 
eign dyes would soon be exhausted, that none were 
made in America, that the men would have to wear 
white socks and neckties to match, and that gayly 
colored ribbons and dress patterns for the ladies 
would have to be forgotten. 

There were then only about six firms in this coun- 
try engaged in manufacturing or importing dyestuffs. 
We were importing these for more than $10,000,000 
a year. Today there are 130 corporations actively 
engaged in the dye manufacturing: business, with a 
capital approximating $160,000,000. We are macing 
enough dyes for our own use, and we are exporting 
them at an average rate of more than $1,000,000 a 
month. Last year Great Britain alone bought $3,000,- 
000 of our dyes. 

The one exception to our catching up to the home 
demand is that of indigo blue, which the navy needs 
in such large quantities that there is little left for 
the general trade. 

The kbaki uniform cloth of the American army is 
dyed with a product of the wood of the osage orange, 
perfected by a pupil of Prof. Parr’s ina 
Government laboratory. 

High explosives is for us an entirely

to make use of the products of cement furnaces, green 
sand and felspar. 


Potash has been used largely in glass making. Soda 
has been tried as a substitute, and now the chemist 
of one large glassmaker in the country says they are 
so pleased with the result that “they would not re- 
turn to the use @f potash even should it become again. 
available.” 


Sodium cyanide has been substituted for potassium 
cyanide in gold working, and is found to be better 
and far cheaper. 


In all metallurgy, from gold to steel, the graphite 
crucible is essential. It was made from a special clay 
only to be found in Germany. One year after the war 
began the whole stock was exhausted. But a vigor- 
ous search for substitutes was going on, and today 
crucibles of American clay are being made, the superi- 
ority of which over the German can be guaranteed. 


All the glass for telescopes, field glasses, cameras 
and range finders came from Jena, except for the out- 
put of one French and one British factory.. The war 
kept all of this at home. “The problem was taken 
up by the United States Government laboratories, and 
by scientific calculations and deductions, coupled with 
skillful experimentation, they are now able, after 10 
months, to produce not. only a better but a greater 
variety of optical glass than the Germans -had been 
able to produce in 10 years.” 


Nitrates are necessary for making all our explosives 
—nitroglycerin, nitrocellulose, trinitrotoluol, trinitro- 
phenal—also for fertilizers and ammonia and sgalt- 
peter for household and manufacturing uses. All the 
nitrates came from Chili. But four-fifths of the air 


new industry. Before the war the Amer- 
ican product was insignificant; today it 
approximates 2,000,000,000 pounds a year. 
The explosives are made from glycerine, 
phenol and toluol, but the greatest of 
these is toluol. All are products of coal. 
From the coke ovens we get about 10,000,- 
000 gallons of toluol, only a quarter of the 
quantity needed for our own army. 

To meet the demand, the city gas is 
being stripped of this material. “It can 
be spared without any great detriment to 
the gas, and amounts to approximately .04 
of a foot per each 1000 feet of gas. Ten 
of the largest cities of the country where 
this process is to be first installed are 
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estimated to yield approximately an ad- 
ditional 10,000,000 gallons.” 

For every gallon of toluol five or six 
gallons of benzol are produced. “But 
benzol has now come to be the starting 
point for the manufacture of carbolic 
acid, and carbolic acid, or phenol, is the 
starting point -for picric acid, another 
explosive, and also for the manufacture of Bake- 
lite, which has almost completely replaced. gutta 
percha in electrical appliances, and then, com- 
ing nearer home, it is Bakelite which furnishes 
the material for the manufacture of phonographic 
records. One more possible adaptation of ben- 
zol is of interest. It is miscible in all proportions 
with alcohol, and when so mixed furnishes a motor 
spirit in some respects superior to gasoline.” 

In 1915 we made less than 1000 tons of potash. The 
output for the present year will exceed 40,000 tons. 
But even this is not enough, for we used to import 
275,000 tons a year from Germany. 

The brines of Nebraska and California are now the 
largest source of supply. The kelps of the Pacific 
coast are being developed; the alunite deposits of 
Utah look promising; and chemists are just beginning 
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is nitrogen, so we have at leastathe raw material. 
“As a protective measure, while we are doing our 
thinking, the Government is spending $35,000,000 on 
reserve supplies from Chili. But already Prof. Bucher 
of Brown University, and the chemist of the General 
Chemical Co., each along separate lines, have developed 
successful processes for the manufacture of ammonia, 
the present most effective starting point for the man- 
ufacture of nitrates and nitric acid, so that already 
work has begun on the establishment of a plant at 
Sheffield, Ala., capable of producing 60,000 pounds of 
ammonia per day. Germany, of course, has been 
doing her own developing, for it is assumed that she 
did not have a stored-up supply of Chile saltpeter suf- 
ficient for more than about a year. But it is now evi- 
dent that we will out-nature nature, and incidentally 
out-German Germany, since we have in sight for the 
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coming year the certainty of meeting all of our needs 
in this line.” ; 
Sulphuric acid is used in almost all the manufac- 
turing and chemical arts. In all the nitration proce 
esses already mentioned sulphuric acid plays a part. 
We always made it in large quantity, but the pro- 
duction for the year 1917 was more than 600,000 tons 
greater than for 1916, and amounted to 5,500,000 tons, 
To stand up under the action of these powerful acids, 
especially in the manufacture of these enormous quan- 
tities of explosives, a new material was needed. Even 
before the war toy samples of acid-resisting metals 
were familiar to chemists, but today apparatus is made 
of the substances variously known as “duiron,” ‘“‘tant- 
iron” and ‘“buflocast,” etc., so large in some cases 
that a coach and four could almost be housed in them. 
Magnesite, an essential for high temperature fur- 
nace linings, formerly all imported from Austria and 


Hungary, is now-made in California and Washington, 


Then there are such rare chemicals as dimethyglox- 
ene, an indispensable reagent for analytical work with 
nickel steels; there are photographic materials of 
many kinds; remedial agents and synthetic drugs such 
as novocaine, a local anesthetic of great value; there 
are thermometers and graduated wares, glassware and 
porcelain, all of which were imported from Germany 
but which our chemists have succeeded in perfecting 
until the American product is at least the equal, and 
often the superior, of the German. 

“The chemists of the country seem to have been 
awake at the switch, and I think we must agree that 
they have been singularly effective in their work,” 
said Prof. Parr. “Yours is not the glamour of the 
pomp and circumstances of war, but you have the 
goods, and your quiet and steadfast continuance in 
the work of scientific development has in it the very 
essence of patriotism.”

Miss Chisholm was rolling on the floor. My little dog, 
‘Shot,’ which had been with us tor three years, came 
ug and looked at me with wondering eyes. He licked 
my hand, and then died. I don’t think that ever be- 
fore I had hated the enemy, but ever since my dog 
was gassed I’ve wanted, I’ve longed, to kill a Ger- 
‘man. 

“About half an hour afterwards we were evacuated. 
The ambulance was smashed, and we were taken on 
a lorry to a base hospital in Belgium. After the first 
effects wore off, we were able to return to England.” 

The two women were cared for at a nursing home 
in London, and were still severely ill from gas pois- 
oning when a visitor called to see them some weeks 
later. The Baroness was suffering great pain and was 
unable to sit up. But she was able to give the inter- 
view quoted above. 

Both are expected to recover, and both have these 
hopes—to get back to Pervyse as soon as possible, and 
to find another dog as like “Shot” in appearance and 
character as possible. 

“It was certainly tragic luck,” said the Baroness 
T’Serclaes, “for this to have happened to us after 
three and a half years. And who knows where our 
little place will be when we are well again? It had be- 
come almost untenable before we left.” 

In the meantime, the heroines are enjoying the 
adoration of their country, and it is no exaggeration 
to say that today the “Fearless Women of Pervyse” 
are the idols of England. Their pictures are being 
printed in the newspapers, with accounts of their 
work and of their injury. They are, of course, glad 
of the praise, but their hearts are in the dugout in 
Belgium, where for so many months they shared with 
the soldiers of the front line the dangers and priva- 
tions of war. 
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this time, and so did Mallen. Badewitz poked his 
ugly face in the door again, but we were too quick 
for him and he did not catch us. I had to shove 
Mallen over, though, because he could not see. 
Then the first thing we knew, back came the 
monocle. One of the stokers had found it on his 
scoop just as he was about to swing the scoopful 
into thé fire door, and there it was, still unbroken. 
Mallen was so glad he almost went crazy, too. 


Pretty soon the door opened again, and Mallen 
gave me his monocle and ran into the furthermost 
corner of the bunker, because he thought it was 
Badewitz come to shoot at us again, and he was 
afraid he would lose his eyeglass. Butit was only 
a German sentry. He threw down a note. It was 
written in English and read: ‘Pick out eight men 
for cooks.”’ So we picked out eight men from the 
various vessels, and they went on deck and rigged 
up a galley aft. 

But we did not receive any knives, forks, spoons 
or plates. The first meal we got was nothing but 
macaroni, piled up on pieces of cardboard boxes. 
Then we appointed four men to serve the macaroni, 
and they got four pieces of wood, the cleanest we 
could find, which was not very.clean at that, and 
they dug around in the macaroni and divided it up 
and put it in our hands. We had to eat it after 
that from our grimy fingers. Those who were 
helped first had to go farthest back on the coal to 
eat it, and those who were helped last got less, 
because the dividers got more careful toward the 
end and gave smaller portions. 

But we did not get macaroni very long. A cook 
from the Voltaire was cleaning a copper dixie that 
the macaroni had been cooked in, and he was hold-

They drilled us aiong the docks, and it looked 
as though the whole German navy was tied up 
at Swinemunde. We saw many of the ships we had 
heard about, among them being the famous Vulcan, 
the mother ship for submarines. There were many 
sailors loafing along the docks, and they gave the 
women a hand with their day's work. They were 
no better with a brick, but they had more ammu- 
nition when it came to spitting. One of them 
tripped a young boy by the name of’ Kelley, and 
as you would never doubt, Kelley picked up a 
rock and crashed the sailor with it. He was then 
bayonetted twice in the left leg» We began sing- 
ing then, our popular favorite, “Pack up your 
troubles, etc.,” and when they heard us, how the 
swine stared! . 


Then they drilled us past the German. soldiers’ 
quarters. The men were at rifle practice, and I 
guess all of us thought how handy we would be as 
targets. But when we got near them, they quit 
practicing and crowded around us, ye 
““"Raus! Zuruck!” 


Finally they let us into the barracks, and 
first thing we saw was a great big pile of h 
That looked good to us, and we made a rush a 
dived into it. But the Huns told us to take the 


ing it over the side when the vessel rolled heavily, 
and dropped the dixie into the drink. A sentry 
who saw him drop it forced him up to Badewitz, 
who began mauling him before the sentry even had 


told his story. After a while Badewitz quit pound- 
ing the cook and listened to the sentry. Then 
Badewitz said the cook had put a note in the dixie 
before he dropped it, so they beat him up again 
and put him in irons. After that they sent the 
rest of the cooks back and would not let them 
up on deck again. They had plenty of canned goods 
and meat aboard, but they would not give us any. 

Five of the men were buried at sea that day. 
More men were going mad every minute, and it was 
a terrible place; pitch dark, grimy, loose coal under- 
foot, coal-dust air to breathe, body filth everywhere. 
Some of the crazy men howled like dogs. But we were 
not as much afraid of these as we were of the others 
who kept still, but slipped around in the dark with 
lumps of coal in their hands. We got so we would not 
go near each other for fear we were running into a 
crazy man. Those of us who were sane collected as 
near the fiddley as we could, and we could not let 
the others get near us, but shoved them back or shied 
lumps of coal at them. And every once in a while 
some one of us would begin to act queer. Maybe he 
would let out a howl suddenly, without any warning. 
Or he would just quit talking and begin to sneak 
around. Or he would squat down and  0begin to 
mumble. We could not tell just when a man had be- 
gun to lose his mind. He would seem just like the 
rest of us, because ‘none of us was much better than a 
beast. 


Finally, one day, a lad yelled down “Land!” and we 
all dove for the fiddley like wild men, and those who 
could get near enough looked out, and sure enough! 
there was the coast of Norway, very ragged and 
rocky and covered with snow. We thought it was all 
over then and that we would be landed at Bergen 
sure. Then there was the usual running around and 
yelling on deck, and we were not so sure we would 
be landed, and very suddenly it got colder than ever. 

We saw rows and rows of mines, and the German 
sailors pointed out what they said were H. M. SS. 
Lion and Nomad, but I do not kgow whether they were 
the same ones that were in the Jutland battle or not. 
Finally we landed at Swinemunde just as the bells 
were ringing the old year out and the new year in. 
We were a fine bunch of blackbirds to hand the Kaiser 
for a New Year’s present, believe me. 


They mustered us up on deck and each of us got 
a cup of water for our New Year’s:spree. Then we 
saw we were in for it, and all hope gone, but we were 
glad to be released from our hole, because we had 
been prisoners since Dec. 10—three days on the Moewe 
and 18 on the Yarrowdale, and the coal was not 
any softer than when we first sat on it. 

So we began singing, “Pack your troubles in your 
old kit bag and smile, boys, smile. What's the use of 
worrying? It’s never worth while,” and so forth. 
They made us shut up, but not before we asked our- 
selves if we were downhearted, and everybody yelled 
“No!” 

We arrived at Swinemunde, on the east bank, and 
after we had had our drink of water and had been 
rousted back into the bunkers, Badewitz went across 
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There they tied me, face to the fence, arms over my head, 
and hands and feet lashed to the wire and with 


a rope around my feet, too. 


te the west side in a launch with Joyce and Hill and 
a guard of sailors. They were to be shot the next 
morning, with some others, at a public shooting fest. 
The rest of us wrapped ourselves in lumps of coal as 
best we could and tried to sleep. 


In the morning crowds of Germans came aboard us 
and were turned loose on the boxes in the hold. It 
was a sight to see them rip off the covers and gobble 
the salami-and other stuff that we carried. Table man- 
ners are not needed when there is no table, I guess, 
but if you had seen them, you would say these Ger- 
mans did not even have trough manners. I have seen 
hogs that were more finicky. 

While they were at it, hand to hand with the chow, 
giving and receiving terrible punishment, we prison- 
ers were mustered on deck, counted, kicked onto tugs 
and transferred to the west bank, where the mob was 
waiting for us. My wounds, as you can imagine, were 
in a pretty bad state by this time, and were getting 
more painful every minute, so that I found I was 
getting ugly and anxious for an argument. 


As we went ashore, the bombardment began, and 
we were not only under fire of spit, if you could call 
it that, but also of rocks and bottles and sticks and 
most anything that could be thrown. I discovered 
then why so many of our major league ballplayers 
have German names. As we marched along, the crowd 
drilled along the street with us, heaving bricks and 
spitting and working the changes on schweinhund. 
We had an armed guard, of course, but all they did was 
to guard the crowd when some of us could not stand 
it and tried to get back at some of the mob. Ina 
civilized country, as you probably know, prisoners are 
protected from the mobs by their guards. 


All this time, “Jest you forget,’ we had no shoes, 
and no clothing—only what had once been our under- 
wear. It is all right to be a Coney Island snowbird and 
pose around in your bathing suit in the drifts, because 
you are in good condition, and, last but not least, be- 
cause you do not have to doit. Figure out the other 
side of it for yourself. 

They marched us into a field where there was noth- 
ing much but guns and ammunition and snow, and 
set us up in something like skirmish formation. We 
stood there for some time, and then we saw a lot of 


Huns with the new long rifles coming toward us, 


velling just as they did in battle, and we thought 
sure we were being ased for practice targets. Itis a 
good thing they halted and stopped yelling when they 


‘did, or we would all have started for them to fight it 


out, for we were not the kind that likes to be butch- 
ered with hands in the air, and we would have been 
glad for a chance to get a few of them before they 
got us. But they did halt, and then surrounded us, 
and drilled us away through swamps and woods and 
shallow water or slush. The women followed, too 


— 


we had to stand still 


hay out and throw it in the middle of the road, 
They had to use force before we would do it. Some 
of the young boys were crying, and I do not blanie 
them much. 


But one of the boys tried to hide some of the 
hay behind a box and was caught doing it, and 
two sentries clouted him from one end of the 
barracks to the other. His nose was broken and 
his face mashed to a jelly. But there was noth- 
ing we could do, so we just wandered up and 
dewn the barracks, about as we did between decks on 
the Moewe, trying to keep warm. 


While this Marathon was on we heard a whistle 
blown very loudly, and when we looked out we saw 
a wagon piled up with old tin cans. Then we were 
told to form in single file, walk out to the wagon and 
each get a can for himself. Bach man had to take 
the first can he laid his hands on, and many of us 
got rusty ones with holes in them. So that about half 
an hour later, when we received barley coffee, and 
all we had to drink it from was the cans, lots of the 
men had to drink theirs almost at one gulp, or lose half 
of it. 


About 11 o'clock that morning the whistle blew again 
and we came out and were given an aluminum spoon 
and a dish apiece. Then we cheered up and saw 
corned beef and cabbage for ourselves. An hour later 
they drilled us through the snow to the kuche. When 
we got there we stood in line until at least 12:30, and 
then the Germans shouted, “Nichts zu essen.” But we 
did not know what that meant, so we just hung around 
there and waited. Then they started shouting “Zu- 
ruck! Zuruck!”. and drove us back to the barracks. 


Later we heard the words “‘nichts zu essen!” (or “nix 
essen,” as Mallen said) so often that we thought 
probably they meant “no eats.”” We had our reasons 
for thinking so, too. Those words, and “zuruck” and 
‘“**’raus,” were practically all we did hear, except, of 
course, various kinds of schweinhunde. 


It was awful to see the men when we got back to 
the barracks. Some of the boys from the Georgic, 
not much over 12 years old, were almost crazy, but 
even the older men were crying, many of them. It 
was nothing but torture all the time. ‘They opened 
all the windows and doors in the barracks, and then we 
could not heat the room with our bodies. When we 
started to move around, to keep warm, they fired a 
few shots at us. I do not know whether they hit 
anyone or not; we had got so that we did not pay any 
attention to things like that. But it stopped us, and 
The Huns thought we would 
take the rifles from the sentries and use them, too. 

I never saw a yellower bunch of people in my life. 
I do not mean people. I wish I could publish what [ 
really do mean. 

We had stoves in the barracks, but no coal or wood 
to burn. There were many boxes piled up there, but 
they belonged to the Germans. We would have burned 
them if we could, but the Germans made us carry 
them out across the road. They weighed about 150 
pounds apiece, and we were so weak that it was all 
two men could do to budge them. And we had to 
carry them; they would not let us roll them. We were 
so cold and hungry that even that exercise did not 
warm us.

dresses before public gatherings and placards of vari- 
ous sorts for various places a propaganda is- being 
carried on to impress upon the people that the fly must 
‘be exterminated to make the world safe for habitation. 

Conditions being’ little changed in the battle zone, the 
tactical operations now getting under way are largely 
the same as:those which became familiar a year ago. 


Dr. Jordan, who is Assistant City Health Commis- 
sioner in charge of the sanitary section of the Health 
Department, told a Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine 
reporter he did not expect the war to be a short one. 
A great deal had been acComplished, he. said, but 
the enemy still had large resources and strong re- 
serves. 


“The fight in St. Louis to exterminate those insects, 
which are a menace to life and health, began five years 
ago,’ Dr. Jordan said. ‘First attention was given to 
the fly and the mosquito because their power of rapid 
locomotion makes them more formidable than other 
insects, but.since the problem of keeping the mosquito 
down is chiefly one of keeping oil on the open water in 
which they develop, our efforts have really centered 
against the fly. We have been successful to the extent 
that the fly situation now is better in St. Louis than 
in any other large city in the United States, with the 
possible exception of Cleveland, which also has con- 
ducted a vigorous anti-fly campaign. 


The situation in all of the large cities, Dr. Jordan 
said, was much better than it used to be and was 
fairly good in many of the smaller towns. He de- 
clared the rural districts to be the greatest source of 
{ly trouble. 

“So far,” he said, “the farmer has not rallied strong- 
ly to our assistance, although he is beginning to help 
a little. -For the most part he makes no effort to 
handle barn filth and decomposing organic matter 
in such a way as to prevent them from being rank 
breeding places for flies. The result is that when he 
hauls a load of produce to town he also brings in a load 
ot flies. When a load of livestock arrives, flies come 
with it in droves. The cities are by no means perfect, 
but no matter how much they may improve -their san- 
itation and no matter how near they may come to 
exterminating their flies at any given time, they will 
have to keep on fighting until the farms quit breeding 
the insect, and resupplying 
the towns.” 

The records of the city fly 

‘ traps indicate a decrease in 
the number of flies in St. 

Louis. In the summer of 1916 

48 large traps on street cor- 

ners caught 215 gallons of 

flies. Last summer the same 
traps had but 187 gallons to 
their credit. 

‘‘A horse on the suena is a 
good barometer of how thick 
the flies are,” Dr. Jordan re- 
marked. . “If the animals 
stamps its feet furiously and 
swishes its tail about contin- 
uously, it is being badly both- 
ered by flies. St. Louis horses 
stamp and switch much less 
than they used to.” 

Dr. Jordan discussed «the 
campaign of the Health De- 
partment to educate the peo- 
ple. to join in the crusade 
against the fly. 

“Two things we try to get 
the people to do,” he said. 
“One is destroy every pos- 
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which are menace to life and health - ={- -; 
sible fly-breeding place, and the other to kill 
or catch and destroy every .possible fly, in any 


way that is possible, especially in the early months 
of the warmer weather—April and *May. The 
importance of this is easy to understand, in the light 
of a United States Government expert's declaration 
that in the time from April 15 to Sept. 10 of any year 
a single fly will produce over five trillion other flies, 
Killing one fly early in the season, therefore, is equiv- 
alent to killing trillions later. = 


“Our first difficulty, and our greatest one, is to get 
the people to realize the gravity of the fly menace, 
that for instance, ‘a flygin the milk may mean a 
wmember of the family in the grave,’ as we say on one 


of our placards, or that scoffing at advice to screen, 


the cradle is as likely as not to result in wearing 
mourning for the baby. We speak of ‘educating’ the 
people to understand these things, but in reality it is 
more of a process of absorption and we have to keep 
at it and keep at it until the process is complete. 


“It is a curious fact that health is the last thing 
anyone thinks it is necessary to do anything about— 
so long as he has it. It also is curious how long it 
takes to ‘put over’ a perfectly apparent proposition. 
There was a time when a tuberculosis sufferepin a 
restaurant would attract no attention beyond possibly 
arousing a feeling of sympathy. The carelessness. re- 
garding the disease continued for many years, but 
gradually the idea of the danger of tuberculosis was 
absorbed, until today a man obviously suffering from 
it would depopulate any restaurant he entered.” 


St. Louis was declared by Dr. Jordan to be better off 
as regards mosquitoes than any other large city this 
far South, and last year the Health Department felt 
that it had the fly and mosquito campaigns so well 
in han® that it turned more attention than it had be- 
fore to bed bugs and fleas.. The work in this direction 
is largely a’ matter of fumigation and has been han- 
dicapped by lack of money for the purchase of ma- 
terials. The bed bug, in Dr. Jordan’s estimation, is 
the next most dangerous insect after the fly, com- 
municating disease by biting a well person after biting 
one who is ill. Personally Dr. Jordan believes, after 
an extensive study of the subject, that the bed bug is 
the medium through which leprosy is. saessescntrenein from 
one person to another.

Typhoid fever occurs in only one 
either food or drink or through the agency of infected ~~ 
fingers, cups, eating utensils, etc. The infection is most 
frequent in drinking water. from wells, cisterns or 
spring, or in food that is fly contaminated. The lack 


lack of control of flies promotes. infection of food.” 


Another. disease likely to be contracted is malaria, 
and this also is transmitted in'one way only—by the 
The vacationist is told how he 
may protect himself against the two diseases. 


“There is now available a serum,” says the Health 
Department, “which is an almost positive protection 
against typhoid, the so-called typhoid vaccine.  Im- 
munization requires‘a period of 20 days, three injec- 
tions being. given at 10-day intervals. These injec- 
tions are not painful and as a rule give very little if 
any reaction,.that is, disturbance, and are positively 
harmless.”’ 

Since it is said that the malaria mosquito bites only 
at night, or at least after sundown, special protection 
against the insect at night is advised. The safest 
course, however, is to take quinine regularly, the drug 
being a specific against malaria. If the blood stream 
is kept impregnated with it the parasite of malaria 
will be destroyed, even if it gain entrance by being 
injected by the bite of an infected mosquito. The 
dose is from two to five grains, according to age, taken 
twice or three times a day. To the quinine it is well 
to add a small quantity of red pepper, about a quarter 
of a grain to each five grains of quinine. 


“These precautions,” concludes the warning, “may 
superfluous to the man or woman on pleasure 
ent, and they are, so long as nothing happens, but 
should you develop a case of typhoid fever or malaria 
i: ig not unlikely that you would regret not having 
given consideration to these warnings.” 

Returning to the fly for a moment, here is a word 
picture of one of them at work spreading disease, writ- 
ten by an enemy. It isn’t especially esthetic, but 
neither are the fly’s operations: 

“An untidy creature stamped- 
ing across the bread and cake, 
rubbing his front legs together, 
pawing his cheeks and whiskers 
to clean away the accumulations 
of filth, rubbing his hind legs 
and finishing up with a graceful 
shake of his wings, moistening 
the cake with saliva, eating his 
desert and then flying off to visit 
some sick person down the 
street. One reason he usually 
finds what he is looking for is 
that he has 42,000'eyes, and it is 
no trouble for him to scatter dis- 
ease in his train, because he can 
carry 600,000 germs without be- 
ing overloaded. — 

“Flies live swift little lives, 
with only 10 days between gen- 
erations, and there are. figures 
to prove that the progeny. of 
one fly in a season could pack 
a tall building from basement 
to tower.” . 

Besides the diseases the fly is 
known to spread, he is strongly 
suspected of distributing others,

denly 1600 girls followed her. “We never dreamed of 
such a thing,’ said one of the guards to a missionary 
afterwards. “We thought thpse giris would be glad to 
be dressed in sil's and jewels and be another pet in 
some Pasha’s palace. We did not know those Chris- 
tian women.” ' 

One day this Turkish guard and the missionary 
eame to a churchyard full of bones. “What does this 
fMean’’ said the missionary. “Oh, please-do not ask 
fie,” replied the guard. “I would give all I own if I 
gould forget it.” Finally _he yielded and told this

The ablest men of this most brilliant race in 
Turkey, college professors, doctors, lawyers, bankers, 
were arrested and subjected to unspeakable tortures to 
wrest from them confessions of treason of which they 
were not guilty... They tore out their finger nails, 
gouged out their eyes, plucked out their hair and tore 


into houses, kerosene poured upon them and the 
houses fired. Perhaps only in the region of Van did 
the Armenians offer any concerted resistance.

They 
wéfe crowded on old ships which put out into the 
Black Sea; but: returned in a few hours without an 
Armenian: Put that was mercy, sheer mercy. 
Centuries aco Armenians colonized Cilicia in Central 
Asia Minor. Here, too, the massacres were general. 
Of the survivors 400,000 were driven from their homes 
in great companies, with scarcely any warning. De- 
crepit old men, boys and girls, mothers with babes 
on their breasts and others clinging to their skirts, 
while older children trudged along with little bundles 
of family treasures on their backs. Now a woman falls 
on the wayside in her pains. No one is allowed to care 
for her. Perhaps a brutal soldier halts to kick her to 
her feet before the child is properly born. Some of 
these companies were stripped stark naked. All of 
them were subjected to brutal indignities. On they 
go, through the Cilician Gates through which Paul 
passed on his missionary journeys. On through Tar- 
sus, through Adana—on, ever on. Only 112,000 of the 
400,000 reached Aleppo. There the American Consul 
protested so vigorously that thousands were sheltered 
in Moslem, Jewish and Christian homes.

“Then 
you are our pastor and we come here to our mother 
American church to ask your counsel in a serious mat- 
ter. We are but a little remnant of the Armenians. 
We know not if any others survive. If we say, ‘There 
is no God but God, and Mohammed is his prophet, 
they will spare our lives and care for us. Of course, 
we would say it only with our lips. When the war is 
over we would be Christians. Shall we say it, and 
save a handful of our race?” ; 

What could she say? She was just recovering from 
sickness which had been unto death.

Address at the burial of the first American soldiers killed in France, de- 
livered at their graves.in Lorraine by the General in command of the division 
of the French army in that sector: 


‘‘In the name of the division, in the name. of the French. army, in the 
name of France, | say ‘farewell’ to Corporal Gresham, Private Enright, Pri- 
vate Hay of the —th regiment of infantry of the American Army. 

‘Of their own accord they had left their prosperous and happy country, 
and they had come here. They knew that the war was going to last long, 
that the forces, fighting for honor, right, justice, civilization were still held in 
check by forees which, for a long time, had been trained in the service of bru- 
tality, oppression, barbarism. They knew that additional efforts were needed. 
They wanted to help us. They also generously remembered old historical ties, 
when others had forgotten more recent ones. 

‘They knew all about the war; nothing had been hidden from them. They 
knew of the length and the hardships of the war, the fury of the battles, the 
frightfulness of the methods of warfare, the perfidy of the enemy. Nothing 
held them back. They submitted to a hard, strenuous life; they crossed the ocean 
in the face of great dangers; they came to the front, lined up beside us, and they 
fell facing the enemy in the midst of a most furious fight. All honor to them! 
Their families, their friends, their fellow citizens may well be proud on hearing 
of the way they died. 

“These graves, the first American graves on French soil, only a few paces 
fiom the enemy, show the powerful hand of the United States and the grim de- 
termination of the American pegple and the American army to fight with us to 
the end, through all necessary sacrifices. for the most noble cause; the freedom 


of all nations, great and small. 
“This gives to the death of a modest Corporal and two privates a truly sol- 


emn grandeur. ' 

‘‘And we shall ask for the privilege to keep the mortal remains of these 
young men with us, right here, forever. 

‘‘We shall write on their tombs: 

‘**Here lie the first soldiers of the illustrious Republic of the United States 
fallen on French soil for justice and liberty.’ 

“The passerby will stop and salute. Travelersfrom France, the allied coun- 
tries, and from America, the brave men who will visit the battlefields of Lor- 
raine, will go out of their way, if necessary, to bring to these graves the tribute of 
their respect and gratitude. 

‘Corporal Gresham, Private Enright, Private Hay, in the name of France I 
thank vou. May God receive your souls. Farewell.”
